Latest’ reports from Washington in- 
dicate that the Car Owning Managers’ 
Association, which thru Chairman W. I. 
Swain recently filed a protest with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission against 
the new storage rates pu* into effect by 
the express companies, wlil be 
ful in its efforts to bring about an ami- 
cable adjustment of the situation. COMA 
expects to be able to effect a formal 
settlement whereby an extension will be 
granted on the five days’ free time now 
allowed. 

The immediate attention given to 
COMA'’s protest is looked upon by show- 
men as indicative of the standing and 
prestige which the organization has in 
Washington, and several men have 
pointed out that, with all showmen be- 
longing and backing it, COMA could 


success- 


prove of invaluable benefit in many 
ways to all of them. 
A prominent cireus man recently de- 


clared that the big tops, generally speak- 
ing, were in favor of the organization. 


The trouble with most of them, however, 
is that they immediately suggest the em- 
ployment of a lawyer, and this is con. 
sidered a big mistake by the wiser heads. 
The commission at Washington when 
appealed to by a citizen who is not a 
lawyer is more likely tc help all it can 
to obtain the proper procedure in each 
case, whereas wien a lawyer steps in 
the commission vwsually sits tight and 
throws the responsibility on the lawyer. 

Colonel Swain, as chairman of COMA, 
has had the advantage in all his cases 
so far, because he is fortified with 
specific facts, tariffs, etc, that are re- 
garded by all showmen as_ second to 
none. 


COMA also has been working on the 
matter of increased rates for transport- 
ing circuses and carnivals over. the 
Southern Railway and upon investiga- 
tion has found that, altho the railroad 
did try to put over some increases, the 
original federal tariff has been restored.

Broadway Cleanup 
Highly Exaggerated 


Only One Show Under Investi- 
gation --- Few Complaints --- 
Play Jury Action Unlikely 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Reports of 
widespread investigation and threats of 
a general cleanup of Broadway plays by 
District Attorney Banton and the Play 
Jury, given prominence in all the New 
York dailies during the past week, have 
been highly exaggerated and bear little 
truth, according to reliable inside 
information received by The _ Bill- 
board. Only one show has come before 
the attention of the authorities and there 
is small likelihood of any action being 
taken against it. 

Not a single complaint against any 
Broadway production was on file in the 
District Attorney's office last Monday. 
The following day a few letters of pro- 
test against one play wgse received and 
Banton dispatched private representa- 
tives to view the production and report 
their findings to him. The reports so 
far received do not warrant action, it fs 
said, and not enough letters of complaint 
have as yet come in to call forth the 
Play Jury. 


Florida License Fees 
Becoming Prohibitive 


ORLANDO, Fla., Nov. 1.—Licenses 
for traveling attractions, particularly the 
onenighters and the outdoor shows, con- 
tinue to go up in many cities and towns. 
In the majority of places the fees al- 
ready are prohibitive, nearly all places 
of 10,000 population having raised their 
license, and, with conditions not as good 
am they were last year, the outlook for 
showfolk down here this winter is not 
at all bright. 

Right here in Orlando the license now 
is $150 a day, whereas last year it was 
$75, and then there is a $150-a-day 
State and county tax. 

The number of shows now in the 
Florida territory also is more than the 
State will stand. L. B. Holtkamp, own- 
er and manager of the Famous Georgia 
Smart Set Minstrels, reports that his 
agent went to six towns before he could 
get a town that didn’t have a show in 
it, and he says that it will cost $300 a 
day for a onenighter to play. The East 
Coast doesn’t want shows at any price. 
Holtkamp’s company will play only the 
big towns and then shift to Cuba, where 
the show has 10 weeks booked.

President Canavan conferred with Will 
Hays, film ezar, whom he calls an enigma, 
with a view to laying plans for an agree- 
ment to both producers and 
unions, and Hays, altho he has been 
familiarized with the matter, took the 
position he knew nothing of it, hinting 
that it was something that would have 
to be taken up with the film producers 
individually. Hays even denied that he 
had agreed last spring to work cut some 
plan for a unionization of all film 
studios, particularly those on the West 
Coast. 

At that time, when various theatrical 
unions started a campaign to organize 
the West Coast film studios, now operating 
on an “open-shop” basis, they first went 
to the leading film producer-distributors 
and were referred to the industry’s czar, 
Canavan said. As a result of Hays’ re- 
pudiation of any verbal understanding, 
the International Alliance sees nothing 
to gain in wasting time by seeing Hays. 

Following, and as a consequence of 
last spring’s pourparlers between the 
unions and Hays, Canavan, in his presi- 
dent’s report before the last convention 
of the International Alliance on June 21, 
set forth what was being done. He said: 

“With all of the efforts put forth to 
establish a suitable condition in the West 
Coast studios, permanent, stable organi- 
zation has not been actually accomplished, 
in fact the studio managers had as- 
sumed an open attitude of antagonism 
toward efforts of our local to secure 
recognition. Refusal on the part of the 
emplovers totreat with the representatives 
of Local No. 37 (West Coast) resulted 
in notice being served on some of the 
largest producers that our membership 
would be compelled to refuse to render 
service in theaters where their produc- 
tions were to be exhibited. 

“We were eventually able to discuss the 
question of the unionization of the West 
Coast studios jyith Messrs. Hays and 
Beetson, representing the Associated Pro- 
ducers and Distributors (West Coast), 
and an agreement reached. The 
agreement provides: 

“1. That an arrangement will be pro- 
vided whereby the n employed 
in motion picture studios will be engaged 
thru the officers of the unions. 

“29. That a standard wage schedule 
will be established on an eight-hour-day 
basis, with an added allowance for over- 
time and Sunday work. 

“3. That the accepted holidays will be 
recognized.’ 

In order to refresh Hays’ memory, 
Canavan sent a copy of the convention

In pioneering an American production 
in English of Tchekov’s Three Sisters, 
the Civic Repertory Theater has blazed 
a trail that few will follow. Just why 
Eva Le Gallienne and her cohorts chose 
this placidly dull Russian drama for the 
second bill of their season is not clear. 
People who journey south and north to 
14th street with complete knowledge of 
what to expect from Tchekov will stick 
‘till the final curtain. But to the masses 
to which this Civic enterprise is directed, 
the name of Tchekov is merely an un- 
pronounceable word and many are going 
to walk out on this talky drama of love, 
hope and despair. And dissatisfied pa- 
trons don’t usually become subscribers. 

In common with Tolstoy, Gorky and 
Gogol, Tchekov has the knack of allow- 
ing nothing visible to happen between 
the proscenium arches. His drama con- 
sists mostly of mental conflict between 
the sisters and the new sister-in-law and 
between soldiers and civilians. Just as 
moods are often difficult to express, so 
are thoughts hard to stage. The play is 
as far away from its American audience 
as is the up-stage supper table, partly 
hidden behind massive piilars. This 
fault is found in other Tchekov plays, 
including The Sea Gull and The Cherry 
Orchard 

In jumping from the Riviera of Satur- 
day Night to the Russian steppes of the 
following evening, Miss Le Gallienne and 
her indefatigable troupe acquit them- 
selves pretty well, if not as well as hoped 
for by the more optimistic. In overlook- 
ing the casting difficulties encountered 
by a repertory company, one finds Rose 
Hobart and Beatrice Terry fitting nicely 
into the sympathetic roles of Masha’s 
sisters, and on looking further, a quiet, 
if someti) breathless, Masha is dis- 
covered in the person of Miss Le Gal- 
lienne. Agreeable to look on, she is in- 
teresting when doing nothing more im- 
portant than lying on a sofa. Alan Birm- 
ingham does his best to make the per- 
plexed and harassed bookworm seem real, 
and is at times successful. Less success- 
ful is Egon Brecher as the Battery Com- 

mander. It is difficult to place a finger 
on Brecher’s portrayal and say, “there, 
that’s wrong,” because the man can act. 
Possibly it is the Russian atmosphere 
that stifles him. 3eatrice de Neergaard 
leans toward mock heroics in a badly 
written role and Pav! Leyssac struts 
properly as a stuffy, pompous old school 
teacher. Harold Moulton and Sydney 
Machat are clearly miscast as a lieuten- 
ant and a captain, because both give 
rousing performances in Saturday Night. 
Sayre Crawley is good as the tottering 
old army doctor who never worked, and 
Leona Roberts adds a vignette to her gal- 
lery of old women. Marlyn Brown's 
forte is apparently character parts, be- 
cause he is extremely realistic as a deaf 
porter. Minor roles are capably handled 
by Gordon Pascal, Hardie Albright, Ian 
Emery, Ruth Wilton, Nancy Bevill and 
Zarkevitch. 


Miss Gallienne’s direction is somewhat 
better in this production, altho the light- 
ing remains on a poor plane. The whole 
enterprise is worthy, despite a slow start, 
and it will be interesting to note the 
public’s reaction to the forthcoming 
proven productions of Shakespeare and 
Ibsen.

Walter Hampden achieves a_ better 
personal performance in Caponsacchi 
than he did in his first offering of the 
new season, but the play itself is not 
much of an improvement over The Im- 
mortal Thief and deserves no more than 
an equal fortnight. It is a villain-pur- 
sueth melodrama of the very old school, 
too obtrusively theatrical to find favor 
in this day. 


Some of the beauty of the Robert 
Browning poem upon which it is based 
occasionally crops forth between the 
staginess. But, as Arthur Goodrich and 
Rose A. Palmer have adapted the story 
of The Ring and the Book and inter- 
polated their own blank verse betwixt 
quotation, the ptece falls far short of 
classic drama with its accompanying 
respect—and excuse. Not even Hamp- 
den’s empowered intonations and sincere 
characterization of the title role ean find 
proper place for this play in dramatic 
category other than the description re- 
gretfully attached to it in the foregoing 
paragraph. 


And as such a melodrama, Ernest 
Rowan finds an insurmountable dif- 
ficulty. He is Guido, the arch villain. 
If he puts anything into the role, the 
1926 audience will laugh. If he restrains, 
he’ is colorless. He has selected the 
latter course, apparently as the lesser 
of two evils, and is just a stick. Were he 
to have chosen the other course, the re- 
sult would undoubtedly have been just 
as devastating to the play. Not criticism 
but sympathy goes out to him in his 
plight. 

This Desperate Desmondy role is only 
a little more impossible than the dram- 
atized Pompilia who flees to Rome under 
the unacknowledged sexy protection of 
that saintly cavalier, Caponsacchi, only 
to witness the murder of her mother and 
father by the monstrous hand of her 
pursuer and then to be carved into bits 
herself. Such is the first leading role 
to be assigned to Edith Barrett, long 
subservient in Hampden’s company and 
deserving of a more equitable chance. 
She is to be praised highly for the ex- 
tent to which she overcomes the sickish- 
ness of the maiden’s angelic nature. 


As a Shakespearean sort of comedy 
monk, Cecil Yapp is amusing to the mild 
limit the part allows and Robert Paton 
Gibbs adds to the slight humor with his 
feeling expression of judgment that all 
the evidence was “very unlikely but al- 
together possible”. 

Stantey Howlett, in brief appearance 
as Pope Innocent XII, stands out above 
all eise, the high light of the perform- 
ance, with his exquisite reading of final 


justice. Marie Adels, Suzanne Jackson, 
J. P, Wilson and Dallas Anderson give 
what good account of themselves is pos- 
sible in other less important parts and 
Hampden’s ensemble, headed this time 
by the capahle C. Norman Hammond 
and Edwin Cushman, do the filling in 
with the sort of theatrical effect the play 
requires. Hampden’s own directing hand 
follows closely to this old style of piece. 
Altho Claude Bragdon is down for his 
customary credit of design, the settings 
are obviously enough makeshift to as- 
sume that comparative failure was exe 
pected for Caponsacchi. There seems no 
cause to change the supposition.

Unfortunately, even the most skilled 
cannot always hit par. George Kelly is 
the latest to prove it with a bad slump 
to low score on the merits of Daisy 
Mayme, poor relation of The Show-Off 
and Craig’s Wife, not to mention his 
earlier Torchbearers. 


As is this failing of mark, so is the 
current play too true to life. It is almost 
photography, and, like a photograph, is 
therefore lifeless. Turning thus upon 
itself without dramatic emphasis, Kelly’s 
newest picture of a family strife is dull 
and uninteresting after the first few 
moments of glance. Overdetailed, ram- 
bling off into pointless tangents, the 
homely canvas becomes quickly tedious. 
There is no effort to interpret motive 
other than it appears and sounds on the 
surface. Realism of the outward has 
been well accomplished but something 
more. than that is required in worth- 
while theater. 


The memorable horselaugh of The 
Show-Off has been transferred to Daisy 
Mayme Plunkett, a proletarian spinster 
picked up on the beach at Atlantic City 
and received into the quibbling Mettinger 
household with varying degrees of wel- 
come, Jessie Busley handles the guffaw 
enthusiastically but its ceaseless provoca- 
tions art too unfunny to be shared by the 
audience. In fact, most of the laughter 
is behind the proscenium. The greatest 
cachinnation is enjoyed thru Roy Fant’s 
sure fireworks as a 91-year-old neighbor, 
which character has no place in the play 
at all. But, extraneous as it is, his brief 
appearance has the effect of strychnine, 

To get back to Miss Busley, she suc- 
ceeds in being convincingly merry despite 
weak incitement and, in a few serious 
moments, shows herself also cappble at 
pathos. Carlton Brickert, as the willing 
horse that bears the Mettinger family, 
spoils an otherwise good reading by ill- 
timing his actions to his words. In- 
variably his gesture comes either too 
early or too late for meaning. On the 
other hand, Josephine Hull gets over 
every movement in proper place to make 
most effective each phrase of her gar- 
rulous, weak-kneed and weak-instepped, 
sister role. As a more scheming sister 
and her selfish daughter, Alma Kruger 
and Nadea Hall are as mean and irritate 
ing as Kelly would have them; thankless 
parts done well. Madge Evans gets the 
color of the worshiping ingenue, but, in 
her rebellious scenes, she might find 
advantage in starting low enough to be 
able to rise to a climax. Frank Rowan 
experiences a similar trouble in pitch 
as the wise guy good-for-nothing who: is 
in and out of the picture. 

Except for overloaking these, and a few 
more acting faults, Kelly has directed 
his own play with a sure hand. He de- 
serves particular credit, moreover, for 
his excellent type casting. 

The single setting is decidedly un- 
worthy of Livingston Platt. But most of 
the disappointment is in the unfulfillment 
of an antigipation of Kelly’s new play.

After several years of talk and vision- 
ary plans by various individuals and 
organizations, the so-called ‘‘dollar” 
theater has become a reality with the 
opening of Eva Le Gallienne’s Civic 
Repertory Theater in the ancient 14th 
Street Theater. A large permanent com- 
pany has been augmented with guest 
players for the presentation of Bena- 
vente’s Saturday Night, unhappily chosen 
for the opening bill of a subscription 
season that is to last 40 weeks and that 
is eventually to include 10 plays. Luckily, 
the organization is endowed, for altho 
the $1.50 top contains an admirable ap- 
peal toward the public’s purse, people 
will not be long tempted to 14th street 
to see drama of the sort dished up by 
Benavente and by Tchekov in Three 
Sisters, the second bill, which is reviewed 
in another cc!umn. 


Miss Le Gallienne, who is one of the 
first ladies of the theater today, has 
chosen two plays that no commercial 
manager would touch and that no other 
art group would consider. Saturday 
Night requires a cast of more than 50; 
it is in five tedious acts, or “tableaux” 
as they are aptly called, and it combines 
mythical kingdoms with real European 
countries, retaining the worst features 
of both. The stilted story of the daughter 
of a princess, who loves her brutal danc- 
ing partner in the’ cheap Italian cafe, 
might well have been grand opera. Even 
the double tragedy is there at the finish 
—the girl dies and the princess renounces 
her lover in favor of the man with whom 
she lives. The entertainment reaches its 
little peak during the colorful scene in 
the cafe, when the play stops quite still 
to allow a group of picturesque vaude- 
ville and circus performers to hold the 
center of the stage. But even this spirit 
of carnival is forced and one can't quite 
get over the feeling that they are just 
acting. ; 

The part of Imperia makes no excessive 
demands on the talents of Miss Le Gal- 
lienne, who employs her usual sharp 
staccato style of delivery. She moves 
easily, even languidly, thru the play, but 
she is effective at that. A brief, but ex- 
cellent, bit is contributed by Leona 
Roberts, as a hoarse, maudlin old woman 
who was “a queen herself, once’. Alan 
Birmingham is unbelievably, real as a 
sculptor and Beatrice Terry is only 4 
trifle affected as an _ impressionable 
woman. One wishes that she would not 
wear that annoying feather in her hat.

---Manager Shakeup Indicated 


John Royal, of Cleveland, To Travel and Visit All Houses West of 
New York---Will Seek To Improve Contact and General 
Efficiency 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1—A new department was created today by the Keith- 
Albee Circuit, when John Royal, Cleveland manager, was appointed as first field 


representative of the organization. 


The term is but a tentative one for want of a 


better name and he will cover the territory of the circuit west of New York. He 
will continue also as manager of the Palace Theater in Cleveland, O. 


From all indicatibns, the special ap- 
pointment is taken for granted to be in 
the form of a closer contact with house 
managers, with the various better results 
that may be obtained. Other circuits 
have long had such offices, including the 
divisional managers of Loew who have 
supervised Southern, Eastern or what 
ever territory it might be, while movie 
circuits in particular use traveling and 
resident supervisors with headquarters 
in local parts of the country. The Pan- 
tages and other Western circuits all have 
what are familiarly termed “field rep- 
resentatives”, but these are sometimes 
in the nature of workers seeking to en- 
large the territory and acquire more 
houses. 

In the case of the Royal appointment, 
more efficient work on the part of local 
managers seems to be the object. After 
a suitable time has elapsed, it is ex- 
pected that all managers who have not 
taken advantage of the good advice given 
them will be shifted in favor of live 
wires. 

While the initial appointment may be 
the first of several, it is believed to be 
the result of an astounding discovery by 
K.-A. executives that when the Mille 
Corson Gade act was played at a theater 
in a large city she reported that the 
house manager never came near her 
thruout the engagement. On the other 
hand, the same act later played Chicago 
and the local manager arranged a series 
of stunts that resulted in much publicity 
and a better draw. This included the 
stunt whereby she gave swimming in- 
structions to crippled children, with first- 
page publicity and pictures the natural 
outcome. The lax methods of the first- 
mentioned manager are considered pecu- 
liar in the face of the weekly Murdock 
and Luescher letters. 

The big-time circuit continues to let 
it be known that not only agents’ and 
artistes’ representatives are in line for 
a shakeup but managers and other mem- 
bers of the organization as well.

As a result of the books being so tight 
producers and artistes who waited too 
long to “see what would happen this 
season” are left out in the cold, while 
others who began operations early, get- 
ting new acts in shape in July and Au- 
gust for the new year, are now in a 


- position to sit back and wait unti! Feb- 


ruary or such time as present routes ex- 
pire Some of these, who were on the 
job the tail-end of the summer, are now 
preparing to take their belated vacations 

Both big-time circuits started routing 
up acts earlier this year than ever before, 
and as a result can sail along nicely 
now until the first of the year, when 
booking will take an expected spurt. 

New acts this year have been warmly 
welcomed by the circuits if up to stand- 
ard. One producer, who launched more 
big acts this season than any other, ex- 
perienced no difficuity, he explained, in 
obtaining routes quickly. Some produc- 
ers, however, are complaining as usual 
that they are “stalled”, can’t get decent 
salaries, etc., but in the main these are 
men who do not keep step with vaudeville 
and its new demands, but instead are 
putting out the same sort of acts they 
have launched for years. 

This season, many have failed to real-

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Monday Matinee, November 1) 


This “all-English” bill ranks among the finest of this season’s shows here and 
in point of entertainment value as good if not better than the first one held last 
year. Most of the acts are new to the patrons and the rest with one exception have 
not been seen here recently. The outstanding impression seems to be the secret of 
many English successes, that of doing characterizations of people they know, and 
Ccoing them perfectly. A few last-minute switches changed the running order here 
and there. Carr and Parr, eccentric soft-shoe dancers, opened in place of the 
act that followed them. They appeared in evening clothes and revealed marvelous 
teamwork. One of them did a bit of comedy by keeping a long face all thru the rou- 
tine. From a big-time angle they should be standard deuce-spot material. 

Three Swifts, jugglers de luxe, handled the Indian clubs exclusively in 
a routine that had considerable comedy as well as other talent One is received 
apparently from the audience, and the subsequent fine points of the act are worked 
up as a sort of feud between the newcomer and the comic. As pretty an act of its 
kind as anyone would wish to see. - 

Robert Chisholm, Australian baritone, scored his hit on the strength 
of his opening number, The Soldier’s Dream, a French poilu song sung in costume, 
with dramatic effects. Two ballads followed, altho he did not change his costume. 
Chisholm is easily one of the most remarkable baritones ever heard at this house. 
His vWoice is all that could be desired, his diction clear as to every word, and he has 
a show-stopping sense of dramatic values. Added is the fine art of makeup. 

Arthur Prince and “Jim”. assisted by Fred Hurdle, in the ventriloquial 
ecene, Insubordination, more than lived up to his billing as the world’s greatest, in 
so far as the audience was concerned this afternoon. He offered his stuff in the 
garb of an admiral in a battleship scene, trotting out a wealth of tricks out of the 
beaten path. His material is extremely funny and free from the usual “fresh” 
licenses granted the best of our own “dummies”. No wonder Prince has to wreck 
the dumimy to show it isn’t alive. 

Harry and Denis Dufor are back again, but farther down the bill than 
ever. They injected no end of speed into their soft-shoe routine of dances, getting 
over nicely despite the handicap of following a team of similar type. ° 


Daphne Pollard, here for the first time in several years, closed the first 
half, using new material in the form of an immigration travesty, by Paul Gerard 
Smith, and the song characterization, Nancy.

In “two” they are seen on 
a bench in the railroad station and the 
woman starts the business of getting ac- 
quainted, using a familiar formula. Thus 
the first scene is done, with the “faker” 
on the sidelines adding funny comment 
and description. Subsequent scenes, in 
both “one” and “two”, show the succes- 
sive stages of the flirtation, the boy’s di- 
lemma on how to make $50 q@ week do the 
work of $100, etc. The second scene, in 
“two”, is at the Ritz, where she “gives 
him the works” and proposes to herself.

The good that is in this turn crops up 
now and again despite the attempts on 
the part of the authors to drown all 
that is entertaining in a wishy-washy 
combination of pitiful gags and situa- 
tions.

all very well with the possible exception 
of Nola. Between the numbers the an- 
nouncer offers a few gags, most of which 
are not unusually laugh-provoking.

His closing bit, a vocal number in 
which he assumes the gestures and car- 
riage of a monkey, is his best bet and 
a veritable “wow”.

Miss Gordon has proven her 
pantomimic mettle in motion pictures 
aud in the current stage vehicle she re- 
veals herself as equally adept at portray- 
ing the emotions of a Jewish matron 
with the aid of her glib tongue. 

In Her Triumph Miss Gordon is the 
mother of a talented singer about to 
make his American operatic debut in 
Chicago. The son has been press agented 
as the descendant of Italian nobility. He 
is in his hotel suite preparing to leave 
for the opera house when, to the con- 
sternation of his American manager, his 
mother enters unannounced. There fol- 
lows emotional excursions between the 
mother and son, mediocre enough, but 
sure-fire stuff for Jewish audiences. 


The manager insists that the mother 
absent herself from the operatic premiere, 
explaining that her presence would belie 
the statements broadcast about the 
singer’s noble origin. The mother tries 
to insist that she attend—in green 
dress to disarm suspicion of hér gene- 
alogy. The manager is adamant and the 
son acquiesces to his sponsor’s seemingly 
better judgment. The curtain falls on 
a heart-broken woman Iistening to her 
famous son's voice on a talking machine, 
a likeness of him serving as a substitute 
for the sight of him in the flesh on the 
stage. 

Miss Gordon, when reviewed, made a 
distinct hit. The others in the cast, with 
the exception of Roy Bucklee, as the son, 
are made to serve as flunkies for cater- 
ing to this aggressive woman's whims 
and fancies.

T. King at the Victor recording studios 
and in the future will select and super- 
vise the recording of popular numbers. 
Furthermore, Shilkret will treat every- 
body with courtesy, as he always has 
done in the past, and every legitimate 
music publisher, big or small, will be 
afforded from time to time an oppor- 
tunity to submit and discuss his songs 
for recording. 

Shilkret will set aside one or two 
afternoons every week to interview pub- 
lishers and _ publishers’ representatives, 
and a publisher or his mechanical man 
may telephone at any time if he has 
something to say that may be of value 
to Shilkret in connection with the pub- 
lisher’s songs. All any legitimate pub- 
lisher will have to do to reach Shilkret’s 
ear will be to telephone in advance for 
an .appointment. And that, brother, 
should be good news to numerous pub- 
lishers and mechanical men in the popu- 
lar song game. 

The duties and details connected with 
the recording manager’s position at Vic- 
tor are not new to Shilkret, for during 
the past few years he attended to them 
from time to time while his predecessor 
was absent on trips around the country. 
When it comes to music Shilkret knows 
everything one should know to become 
an efficient and satisfactory recording 
manager. 

Shilkret is well known and popular in 
all branches of music and has directed 
many prominent orchestras, including the 
Victor Symphony, Victor Salon, Victor 
International, the International Novelty 
and the Orquesta Internacional. Thru 
his broadcasting during the Maxwell 
hour over WJZ every Sunday night he 
has become a radio favorite. Shilkret 
also is under contract to broadcast for 
the Victor Company, the Everready con- 
cern and the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
Shilkret has been associated with every 
department in the recording laboratories, 
from opera down, and for several years 
has had charge of the foreign depart- 
ment.

The 
new venture will not be likely to break 
Fisher, for he recently bought $33,000 
worth of stock in a new building to be 
erected at 30th street and Fifth avenue. 
And if he can toss that sum into a new 
building without batting an eyelash, you 
can imagine how much he must have 
left in the old stocking.

Jailbirds and Songbirds Meet 


Harry Snodgrass, composer and pianist, 
now playing vaudeville, is doubling after 
every performance as a dodger of jail- 
birds and songbirds. Several years ago 
Snodgrass got into a jam out West and 
spent a short stretch in the hoosegow. 
His broadcasting from the State calaboose 
brought him before the public eye, as 
well as before the eyes, hopes and schemes 
of ambitious song writers and jailbirds. 


The embryonic song writers want Snod- 
grass to exploit and popularize their 
songs, and send him their creations thru 
the mail or wait for him at the stage 
door, while the ex-jailbirds try to catch 
him as he leaves the theater to make a 
“touch”. 


Not infrequently Snodgrass receives 
notice from some postoffice that a letter 
is waiting for him with postage due, and 
when Snodgrass calls and receives the 
letter, he invariably discovers, after pay- 
ing the extra postage, the envelope car- 
ries a@ manuscript from some new song 
writer. You can readily understand how 
anxious he is then to exploit the song. 

While he was playing at the Hippo- 
drome, New York, last week, he found 
some ex-jailbird waiting for him after 
every performance. Mr. Whitten, his 
partner, acted as buffer and got rid of 
them, and a detective found in one of the 
uninvited visitors a man he had been 
trailing for a year. 


The new 10-cent phonograph record 
which recently appeared on the’ music 
counters of various Woolworth stores has 
created a mild sensation in the popular 
song game. Most of the songwriters and 
publishers are trying to figure out what 
it means and if it is the forerunner of a 
complete revolution of the record busi- 
ness. Last week at one Woolworth store 
in the Bronx, where the records were on 
sale, customers standing 10 deep battled 
for an opportunity to purchase records, 
and the records sold practically as fast 
as Liberty Bonds would at half price. 

The new record is the same size as the 
regular 35-cent record and gives ap- 
proximately as much satisfaction. It is 
manufactured under the trade name of 
“Madison”, which the wise publishers 
surmise is a nom de plume for a certain 
concern operating in Boston. So far, 
with one exception, all) the records which 
have been placed on sale are reprodue- 
tions of numbers not controlled by 
recognized publishers, the exception be- 
ing The Prisoner's Song. The songs re- 
corded and the names of the orchestras 
which did the recording are unknown to 
the writers and publishers in New York. 

Altho experienced publishers cannot 
understand how a company can recard 
and distribute numbers to retail two for 
10 cents, they cannot do anything to 
stop the cut, provided the manufacturer 
pays the royalty on copyrighted numbers 
according to the law. One veteran 
phonograph man when quizzed about the 
matter said: 

“After carefully examining the material 
in the record and the caliber of the or- 
chestra used, I think it is possible for an 
experienced recording company to turn 
out the record at a cost of four cents, 
which it could then sell to syndicate 
stores for seven cents. But in order to 
do this, the manufacturer would have to 
be able to purchase the mechanical rights 
to a song for $25 or $50. It also seems 
possible for the manufacturer to make 
a number of ‘Masters’ and sell each to 
a distributing company for $100 or more.” 

Somebody has been thinking of the 
10-cent record for a long time, for sev- 
eral months ago a Mr. Barton, who said 
he hailed from Chicago, called at the 
offices of the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers and 
questioned J. C. Rosenthal, the general 
manager, about manufacturing and dis- 
tributing a 10-cent reeord. Rosenthal 
informed Barton that so long as he paid 
the royalty according to law, neither the 
society nor anybody else could prevent 
him from manufacturing and distributing 
records at any price he saw fit te ask. 

The new record is creating more talk 
and excitement than anything else since 
the Woolworth Company discontinued 
handling popular sheet music. 


One Method for Hit Writing 


Practically every sane person who has 
to work hard for a livelihood would like 
to know how to write a popular song hit. 
Well, it is one thing to write a song, even 
of hit caliber, and another thing to make 
it popular, for the best song ever pro- 
duced is not worth a nickel unless some- 
body exploits it. Not infrequently veteran 
song writers do not know whether they 
have a hit or a piece of junk on their 
hands. 

About a week ago Addy Britt and Sam 
Coslow got together ‘in one of the piano 
rooms at Waterson, Berlin & Snyder's 
studios, The rest of the staff had gone 
for the day and the boys decided to write 
a special song for a certain party. They 
completed the number in less than ‘an 
hour, and called it Hello, Swanee, Hello. 

As they were about to leave, Harry 
Link, who is acting as professional man- 
ager during Abe Frankl’s absence, re- 
turned to the office to get an umbrellg he 
had forgotten, and asked them what they 
had been playing? 

“It's just a little special song we fixed 
up,” Britt said. 

“Don't waste that as a special,” Link 
advised. “Play it again. I think it is 
a hit number.” 

Britt and Coslow demonstrated Hello, 
Swanee, Hello, for Link’s benefit, and 
the professional manager remarked: 

“That's a sure-fire hit, and- I'll have 
copies ready and on the floor in 24 hours.” 

Link made good his promise, and with- 
in two days had half a dozen vaudeville 
artistes featuring it. And now Link is 
willing to wager he will make a bona-fide 
hit of Hello, Swanee, Hello, by Christ- 
mas.

Radio Versus Concerts 


To broadcast or not to broadcast is 
the question which seems to be agitating 

iny of those directly concerned with 
the coneert world. About a season ago 
an association composed of concert man- 
agers urged every member to refuse to 
engage any artist who declined to pledge 
himself against broadcasting. Members 
were asked to rigidly comply with this 
request, as unless this, was done the 
broadeasting of concerts by artists would 


make serious inroads on the business of 
oneert managers. Not all members of 
the association approved of taking such 
action. Furthermore, some of them had 
atready learned that audiences were 


materially Increased in ®umber for con- 
certs by artists who had been heard on 
the air. Since that circular was issued 
great changes have taken place in the 
type of programs broadcast, and many 
musical leaders, and managers too, are 
enthusiastic in their praise for the valu- 
able assistance radio is giving in the 
furtherance of an interest in good music. 
Walter Damrosch, veteran conductor, 
was at first so opposed to the broadcast- 
ing of symphony concerts that he refused 
to even consider a proposal to broadcast 
the concerts of the New York Symphony. 
His objections, however, were gradually 
dispelled thru listening in on many types 
of concerts, and now he is most enthusi- 
astic as to the possibilities, and in com- 
menting on the broadcasting of concerts 
by his orchestra on Saturday nights he 
has stated: "What I should like to ac- 
complish by this series is te draw hun- 
dreds of thousands into the magie circle 
of real muste. I cannot see any reason 
why the greater. part of them should not 
be made to understand this most beauti- 
ful language of the emotions—music. 
The radio offers such opportunities and 
can reach so far beyond the limits of the 
concert hall that T am overcome with its 
marvelous possibilities.” Nikolai Sokoloff 
has this to say for radio: “The only 
words TI have for radio broadcasting are 
words of praise. One of its greatest re- 
sults is that it is educating the American 
public to appreciate good music.” Wil- 
lem Van Hoogstraten, now conductor of 
the Portland (Ore.) Symphony Orchestra, 
said: “As a means of developing a great- 
er appreciation of music I consider the 
radio to be a tremendous potential force. 
T can only express profound admiration 
for those radio stations which are already 
broadcasting symphonic concerts and 
Solos by first-rate artists because it is 
a long step toward cultivating a general 
understanding and love of good music.” 
Henry Hadley has said: “I must give 
full eredit to radio for the sudden in- 
terest taken tn classical music by our 
public” John Philip Sousa is enthust- 
astic and does not fear in the slightest 
the broadcasting of concerts, and gives 
is his opinion that radio's power to edu- 
= ind entertain the public is without 
imit 
Cleveland and Detroit find the radio 
valuable in broadeasting symphony 
Programs tin connection with the teaching 
in the schools of a better appreciation 
and understanding of music and are 
broadening this work in that during the 
current season these concerts will be sent 
over stations to schoo!s not only in other 
near-by cities but into communities in 
the State tm which no symphony orches- 
tra concerts have ever before been heard. 
Thus are being builded new audiences 
for concert artists and organizations. 
Whereas last year in the East only the 
oncerts of the New York Philharmonic 
Orchestra were broadeast, the radio 
audiences are this year being offered con- 
certs by the New York Symphony So- 
clety, the New York Philharmonic and 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, and 
certainly the expense which these entail 
Would not be paid chiefly by, in almost 
each instance, one generous music pa- 
tron had it not been learned that the 
demands for such cdneerts, as well as 
the possibility for building for the future 
of music, were not sufficient to justify 
ich expenditure. Orchestra leaders are 
nviriced, evidently, that radio is a valu- 
ible asset.

Cornelia 
Niles made an excellent impression, too, 
with at first dances requiring rhythmic 
grace, thence into seveal Spanish dances 
in which she, too, displayed much talent. 
The program had much variety, which 
added in no small measure to its success. 
The costumer, whoever he was, deserves 
unstinted praise, as each costume was a 
gem in coloring and effectiveness. More 
recitals by the Misses Niles would be 
very welcome.

True to its purpose, the League of 
Composers presented only modern music 
at the concert given in Town Hall, Thurs- 
day evening, October 28, by the Pro 
Arte Quartet and Mina Hager, mezzo- 
soprano. Three works by Berg, Honegeer 
and Batok, altho interpreted with much 
skill by these capable artists, were found 
for the most part to contain little that 
was real music.

EMPORIA, Kan., Oct. 29.—Heeding the 
advice which appeared in a recent issue 
of The Billboard that “some tent-show 
manager in the Middle West invite Wil- 
liam Allen White, of Emporia, Kan., to 
visit his tent show,” Ted North, manager 
of the Ted North Players, has had the 
opportunity to do so and he has secured 
a promise from Mr. White that he and 
his wife wil] visit and spend several days 
with the North Players next summer. 

Mr. White is very much in favor of the 
spoken drama and is very friendly toward 
the repertoire shows, and North is sure 
that White will be of great benefit to 
the outdoor showman if he has the op- 
portunity to size up the conditions. 

Mr. White was the author of a lengthy 
article which appeared in The Emporia 
Gazette, under date of October 23, in 
which he spoke very highly of the North 
organization and outlined the tent show 
conditions in general. The article read 
as follows: 

“The North Stock Company at the 
Strand Theater has been crowded all 
week with people from Emporia and 
vicinity eager to enjoy the spoken drama. 
The Ted North Players have given them 
a. week of splendid entertainment. Here 
is a better than the average traveling 
stock company, and the hunger of the 
people for the spoken drama is proved 
in the response the town has made. it 
is possible in a town like Emporia to 
restore the old spoken drama. All that 
is needed is a house. In this particular 
town Harry McClure, who controls the 
playhouses, is particularly decent and 
allows the spoken drama to come in, but 
in many towns it is the policy of mov- 
ing picture houses to keep out the spoken 
drama, because to educate a taste for 
it among the people jeopardizes the mov- 
ing picture business. 

“About the best thine a philanthropist 
could do in this country would be to do 
for the country-town playhouse what 
Carnegie did for the country-town library 
—establish decent playhouses in country 
towns of from 3,000 to 30,000 population. 
Only in that way can the spoken drama 
come back, and the spoken drama has 
vastly more possibilities for the dis- 
semination of intelligence than the mov- 
ing picture. 

“The Ted North Players are having a 
fight, of course. They are making a fine 
fight to restore in this particular terri- 
tory the spoken drama. Incidentally, 
they give a first-rate show for the money 
and deserve the patronage of the people 
of Kansas and Nebraska, where they 
play.”

The Kansas City representative of The 
Billboard had an item on the repertoire 
page last week, which gives me an ex- 
cellent chance to answer, in the hope of 
gaining a few more members before the 
next meeting 

The voting for the place of the next 
meeting is running rather even, but if the 
Kansas City managers really want to 
join this organization, I believe I can in- 
fluence enough of my friends to vote in 
such a manner that it will throw the 
meeting to Kansas City. We do this 
because we want to see this organization 
grow. Where it meets and whom the 
managers may select for its head, is, in 
my opinion, a very small matter. The 
point is to gain enough membership to 
have power. 

The item stated that many managers 
have expressed themselves in favor of 
Kansas City for the meeting. Now here 
is a point that many managers, not yet 
members, seem to be overlooking. This 
next meeting will not be a meeting to 
determine whether or not such an or- 
ganization will be formed—it is already 
formed and incorporated and working 
under State Jaws. It will be a meeting 
of the members of this organization and 
surely no one would expect this meeting 
to include other than its own members. 

The Kansas City article states that the 
managers of that section are doing every- 
thing possible to bring the next meeting 


to Kansas City. Surely it must be clear 
to the managers that there is only one 
thing they can do to accomplish such 
an end—join the organization and vote 
for Kansas City. For the vote of the 
members only will determine where and 
when the next meeting will be held 


I want to make clear now which man- 


ager in the South and Southwest at 
present have any say as to the next meet- 
ng place Our Southern members, to 
date, are Leslie Kell, Nevius Tanner and 
Harley Sadler ofr course, several 
Northern show favor Kansas City as 


the next meeting place with the ideA in 


view of gaining Southern managers as 
members. But the Southern manager is 
not taking advantage of the “stalling” 
we have been doing simply to give them 
a chance to gain control of the next 
meeting by becoming members with a 
vote before that meeting takes place. 

I know that many managers object to 
the proposed by-laws now in the hands 
of the members, but they have overlooked 
the word “proposed” by-laws. The by- 
laws of the T. R. M. P. A., Ine., are 
simply a temporary working basis. The 
by-laws will be gone over and voted 
upon at the fall meeting. Nothing can 
remain in them unless it has the ap- 
proval of a majority at the fall meeting. 

All we want now is membership. 
Everything else will take care of itself 
at the next meeting, but we must have 
members. 

We started with 13 and now have 30; 
surely we can make it 40 before we get 
together again. 

Managers of tent shows are gamblers. 
They gamble on their shows, the weather, 
the crops and a dozen other conditions, 
and still so many of them stand back and 
won't risk $25 to get together and do 
something. 

Some even imagine that T am trying 
to get these managers together because 
it is making money for me What a 
ridiculous idea It has cost me money 
to try to band these men together. I 
have personally guaranteed several meme 
bers, whom I wanted to see in this or- 
ganization, by agreeing to refund their 
$25 fee if the ‘organization proves a 
failure. I do not deny that I will 
benefit if it is a success, but so will 
every person connected with the tent 
and repertoire business in any way, 
whether he conducts a show or derives a 
living from these shows Without such 
an organization IT feel that the small 
show is doomed to fade away year by 
year thru high license and other causes. 

So let’s get together, and during the 
nhext 10 days let’s see 10 new members.

(Continued ‘rom page 29) 
whether or not radio is a help and not a 
hindrance, and as space will nét permit 
comment made by all, we submit but a 
few. Josef Hofmann is quoted as say- 
ing: “I do not think it does any harm 
to broadcast.” Reinald Werrenrath is of 
the opinion that broadcasting is a real 
test of a singer’s ability and popularity, 
and the radio will do much for any ar- 
tist who broadcasts, provided he does 
not do so too often. Allen McQuhae, 
tenor, who was the chief Atwater Kent 
artist for the summer radio series, is 
finding he has a greater following now 
that he is engaged in a tour to the West 
Coast Mme. Alda, of the Metropolitan, 
predicts that the radio will make operas 
popular, and is of this opinion because 
of the innumerable letters received from 
persons who have listened in on the con- 
cert in which she sang various operatic 
selections. Fritz Kreisler is opposed to 
any artist broadcasting, as he believes it 
holds too much possibility that the artist 
may do himself much harm and dis- 
courage rather than encourage attend- 
ance, at his concert. 

Practically the same difference of opin- 
ion was held when the phonograph or 
victrela was introduced, and yet it is 
impossible to estimate the value of its 
aid in creating a desire for better music. 
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There seems to be an ever-widening con- 
viction that the broadcasting of good 
music by the best musical organizations 
and artists will but’ carry on the good 
work done by the phonograph, in that 
millions will hear the music instead of 
only thousands, and there appears to be 
Damrosch 
is right when he said: “Broadcasting 
does not and will not kill the concert 
business—it is helping it.”

Fred Irwin Is Fallible 


Franchise Case Against Colum- 
bia Amusement, Company 
Nonsuited in Court 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Fred Irwin's 
suit against the Columbia Amusement 
Company for £100,000 held the attention 
of Judge Black in Part Seven of the 
Supreme Court from Monday until 
Wednesday, when the judge dismissed 
the jurors with the announcement that 
there was no cause of action. 

Fred Irwin, one of the original or- 
ganizers of the Columbia Amusement 
Company, and franchise-holding produc- 
ing manager of shows on the Columbia 
circuit for many years, with such notable 
shows as Fred Ifwin’s Big Show and 
Fred Irwin's Majestics, continued on the 
circuit until the 10-year franchise granted 
producers of Columbia Circuit shows ex- 
pired in 1919. 

Failing to secure a renewal of nis 
former franchises, Irwin consulted manv 
and varied lawyers who have represente’ 
him in innumerable court actions, tendinz 
to bring about a settlement of Irwin’ 
claims for damages by loss of fran- 
chises. 

for some time past Irwin has been 
represented by House, Grossman & Vor- 
baus, who delegated Alexander Rose as 
trial lawyer in the presentation of 
Irwin’s claims before Judge Black and 
the trial jurors. The Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company was represented by Jacob 
Goodstein with I. Gainsberg as _ trial 
lawyer. 

Irwin subpenaed Harry Bryant, Phil 
Sheridan, Al Reeves and Gus Hill in his 
attempt to prove his claim that he had 
been damaged by loss of franchises. 

The Columbia Amusement Company 
officials on trial included Sam A. Scrib- 
ner, J. Herbert Mack, Charles Waldron, 
supplemented by Col. Harry Jacobs, in all 
probability as a witness for the C. A C. 

The drawing of jurors started Monday. 
The trial took up all Gay Tuesday and 
Judge Black nonsuited it Wednesday. 

Irwin’s fallibility was in all proba- 
bility due to the many and varied lawyers 
who led him to believe that he had a good 
claim against the Columbia Amusement 
Company, whereas a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court decided otherwise, which 
should prove a warning to other pro- 
ducers that franchises are granted on 
contracts and not for life, as many of 
the old-time franchise holders assume.

Bebe Almond, a pretty petite flirty- 
eyed captivating singing and dancing 
soubret, shows wonderful improvement in 
her delivery of lines in scenes, singing 
and acrobatic dancing, for the former 
“Babe”, now “Bebe”, in several nearly 
nude costumes has become a dynamio 
dancer par excellence. 

Babe Healy doesn't put the pep into 
her singing and dancing as in the days 
of yore, but Babe has become an ac- 
complished actress in scenes that would 
be welcomed in any dramatic or musical

Not Bound To Play 
‘ Substituted Films 


Metro-Goldwyn Tried To Force 
New Haven Exhibitor, Brt 
Lost 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Sustaining the 
contentions of the Motion Picture Thea- 
ter Owners of America and the Con- 
necticut unit that where the story and 
other vital elements of a picture were 
changed the exhibitor was not bound 
by the contract, the Connecticut Joint 
Board of Arbitration has reversed its 
previous finding in the case of Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer against M. Tomasino, a 
New Haven theater owner, and declared 
that $75 previously collected Should be 
returned to him.” 

The decision establishes the precedent 
that exhibitors must be furnished just 
what they contract for or they are not 
obliged to play or pay for it. It not 
infrequently happens that titles and 
stories of pictures are changed after 
exhibitors have signed contracts, and in 
some cases complete substitutions are 
made 

In the M.-G.-M. case against Tomasino, 
it was found the New Haven exhibitor 
had purchased the White Way Theater 
and asstimed the contracts of the pre- 
vious owner, which, it developed, were 
for a greater number of pictures than the 
theater could use After investigation of 
the contracts, the M. P. T. O. A. advised 
Tomasino*that he was not obligated to 
play certain pictures because they were 
substitutions for the ones named and 
specifically arranged for under the con- 
tracts held. This was his defense before 
the board of arbitration at its first hear- 
ing when. a judgment was rendered in 
favor of M.-G.-M. and Tomasino was 
ordered to play, or pay for, all the pic- 
tures. He paid for the pictures he could 
not use owing to no available play dates 
and then started action for a refund of 
the money for pictures where substitu- 
tions had been made. 

Tomasino and the M. P. T. O. A. con- 
tended M.-G.-M.. had substituted Don’t 
for A Girl's Rebellion called for under 
the original contract, and that Paris was 
sold as a Robert Leonard story with Lew 
Cody as the star, whereas a picture di- 
rected by Edmund Goulding with Charles 
Ray as the star was substituted. The 
Great Lover, a Marshall Neilan produc- 
tion, also was substituted for The Re- 
turn of a Soldier. 


Cleveland Court Upholds 
Local Board in Film Case 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 30.—The decision 
of the local board of arbitration in the 
case of the Standard Film Service Com- 
pany against A. V. Abel,-exhibitor, oper- 
ating ths Strand, New Philadelphia, 
granting the plaintiff judgment of $340, 
was upheld in Common Pleas Court here 
by Judze Ruhl, and is said to mark the 
first test case where an award of the

Capitol 
Film: “The Magician" 
(Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer) 

urid melodrama, the kind that Lin- 

n J. Carter and Owen Davis wrote in 
the days when melodrama and the movies 
were young, stalks with lethal mien and 
step thru Rex Ingram’s production, The 
Magician, which in no way comes up to 
The Four Horsemen, Scaramouche or 
Mare Nostrum, made by the veteran di- 
rector. In The Magician Ingram stoops 
to old formulas,. mixing the ingredients 
in the same old movie manner and 
achieving the inevitable happy ending 
with the hero overcoming the villain at 
the crucial moment—about one second 
before the heroine’s heart is to be cut 
out. Everything is timed perfectly so 
that the villain could not have accom- 
plished his gory deed a second before and 
killed the hero as well. In Mare Nostrum 
Ingram stuck to logic; in The Magician 
he throws it completely to the winds. 

The story, written by W. Somerset 
Maughum, centers about a magician and 
hypnotist, whose mad theory, based on 
an old magic formula, is that he can 
create a human being by mixing certain 
ingredients, of which the heart blood of 
a fair maiden is one Alice Terry, to 
whom the madman seeks for the experi- 
ment, is brought irrevocably under con- 
trol of the hypnotic influence of the ma- 
gician, marries him against her will and 
is carried to his laboratory in an old 
sorcerer’s castle on the top of a lonely 
hill. Here she is strapped to an operating 
table and is about to receive the eerie 
feel of a steel knife when the hero breaks 
in. It is all so very improbable and silly. 

Technically, the picture is excellent. 
Its photography, shadow effects and 
unique “shots; its realistic characters 
and the authentic views of various foreign 
places, includin® Paris and Monte Carlo, 
adds a trace of interest to the picture, but 
is something like a poor story bound in 
beautiful leather—good looking but not 
very diverting 

The Magician has an excellent cast, in- 
cluding, in addition to Miss Terry, Paul 


Wegener, Fermin Gemier and Ivan Petro- 
vich. 

The Capitol presentation program in- 
cluded Carlo Ferretti, offering Vision 
Fugitive, from Herodiade; Pietro Capodi- 
ferro, popular first trumpeter of the 
Capitol orchestra, playing Inflammatus, 
from Stahbat Mater, and a typical Capitol 
ballet, The Enchanted Forest. Ferretti, 
who has sung here before, was heard to 
good advantage, but was not overly im- 
pressive in his number, which may not 
have been particularly suited to his voice, 
In The Enchanted Forest, less interesting 
than similar numbers staged in the past 
at the Capitol, Clarabel Nordholm, so- 
prano, sings L’amour Toujours L’amour, 
a Rudolph Frim] composition, with her 
customary charm, tho at the show re- 
viewed her voice seemed less forceful 
than on former occasions. The setting of 
The Enchanted Forest is colorful, appro- 
priate and symbolical in a measure of the 
eerie atmosphere of the feature picture 
which follows immediately. Joyce Coles 
and John Triesault are featured in the 
dance numbers, assisted by the Capitol 
Ballet Corps. Pavla Reiser, Claire Dear- 
field, Jeanne D’Eveiyn, Connie Polsley, 
Ruth Alpert, Mary Hiscox, Marian 
Patrick, Zelpha De Witt and Elsie Duffy 
are represented as bacchantes; Lillian 
Messmer, Jeanne Walton, Violet Lund- 
berg, Rolande Poucel, Ruby McDonald, 
Jeanne Krowell, Elsie Kain, Anna Fol- 
wasny and Kiki Tolas as gnomes, and 
Adelaide Molter, Gladys Glorita, Jewel 
Tiedgens, Julie Guelofiantz, Bonita Finney 
and Francesca de Cotelet as chauve- 
souris. 


Hippodrome 
Film: ‘Midnight Lovers” 
(First National) 

The nocturnal eroticism in this film 
must have been cut after the title of 
Midnight Lovers was chosen, perhaps 
by the censors, since the picture is of 


the farce genre, but ‘whatever was the 
case, as it stands now there is little to 
excite the pornographic mind of -tab. 
newspaper readers who are attracted by 
suggestive titles. The play by J. E. 
Harold Terry from which it was taken 
was called Collusion. This fits the story 
snugly since the husband in the triangle 
agrees to remain away two weeks in 
order that his disappointed wife might 
obtain a divorce. In no episode can one 
find justification for the title of Mid- 
night Lovers, which, like most movie 
titles, sounds illicit. 

Aside from this, the picture is a pro- 
duction of fair merit, directed by John 
Francis Dillon. Its chief entertainment 
is vested in a scene in which its hero, 
Lewis Stone, is seen in various stages of 
intoxication. The erstwhile dignified 
Stone, deigning to do the antics of a 
comedian, is astonishingly humorous and 
realistic under the effects of too much 
liquor. Anna Q. Nilsson, miscast as a 
wife, has been seen in many better pic- 
tures and has given many better per- 
formances. Chester Conklin, as a clumsy 
soldier, “adds a brightness to the comedy 
that lasts only too briefly. 

In playing Midnight Lovers, using it as 
one-half of a double feature program, the 
results may be satisfactory. As a fea- 
ture picture, to be exploited on the usual 
scale and played alone, it is liable to 
cause disappointment. The film is the 


first under the First National banner to 
be shown at the Hippodrome, which 


was supposed to be the home of P. D. C. 
pictures, but since its opening in August 
has also played Universal releases.

Equity ‘Association was moved from its 
old quarters in the Gayety Theater Build- 
ing to Room 304 of the Hall Building, at 
Ninth and Walnut streets, on October 23. 

Just What Do They Mean? 

Every once in so often, or perhaps a 
little oftener, some eminent person, or 
distinguished society, serves notice that 
unless the stage is cleaned up right away 
quick something will have to be done 
about it. But the eminent gentlemen and 
distinguished societies seldom get much 
further than that expression of sentiment. 
It is almost impossible to get them to say 
just what they want eliminated and still 
more itnpossible to get them to define 
what can be allowed to remain. 

After 13, or 14 years of listening to 
these sentiments Equity is getting just a 
little tired of having these things said at 
it if not to it. -It would lfke to know 
what these eminent persons, etc., think 
the actors can do about these plays to 
which they object, short of establishing a 
censorship of their own. And the actors, 
as they have said on numerous occasions, 
do not like censorship of any kind, not 
even their own. 


For the rest, the plays are chosén, cast 
and directed without any say on the part 
of the actor. He gets a fart, if he is 
lucky, and he plays it as long as suf- 
ficient people come to see that production. 
The control over lines and business is 
almost never in his hands 

The only resort an actor has, under the 
circumstances, is to say, as some of them 
do occasionally: “I don’t like this play 
(or this part) and IT won’t have anything 
to do with it.” But that is a good deal 
in any profession in which the competi- 
tion is so keen and unremitting as it is 
in the theater. 

What makes it even harder for the in- 
dividual actor is the fact that no two of 
the eminent gentlemen, still less the dis- 
tinguished societies, are able to agree on 
what is degrading or harmful. What 
seems perfectly terrible to one man is no 
more than vulgar or bad taste to an- 
other, and to a third would seem all 
right for himself, but not to be displayed 
for the adoléscent mind. When, there- 
fore, there is no unanimity of opinion as 
to what is harmful it is pretty rough to 
ask the actor to abandon his bread and 
butter to the keeping of an abnormally 
sensitive conscience which is not even at 
unity with itself. 

What the actors of this country have 
done, thru the Actors’ Equity Association. 
is to pledge their support to the Citizens’ 
Play Jury System, by which any produc- 
tion which earns the condemnation of 


three-fourths of a jury of supposedly in- 
telligent theatergoers is closed by a walk- 
out of the cast. 

This system has had one trial, which 
did not display it to the best advantage, 
but it is, Equity. believes, still the best 
substitute for censorship which has yet 
been offered. 

If these critics of the theater, eminent 
gentlemen and _ distinguished societies 
alike, will lay specific charges against 
some one production which in their 
opinion violates the canons of decency it 
will be possible to see what can be done 
about it. But first let them get together 
and make sure that they are agreed 
among themselves as to what they want 
before telling the theater that it will 
have to do something about the kind of 
plays now being presented. 


A $1,000 Cover Charze 

Robert T. Haines, member of the 
Equity Council, has sent in the first ac- 
tual check to pay for his plate as rep- 
resentative of Edwin Forrest Lodge, Ac- 
tors’ Order of Friendship, at the dinner 
of the Actors’ Fund of America, which is 
to be held December 19. Of this amount 
$1,000 is the cover charge, while the 44 
cents will pay for the food served. Ac- 
knowledging the check, Daniel Frohman, 
president of the fund, wrote: 

“While we have many pledges, it is 
delightful to realize that the first con- 
tribution has come frem among the ac- 
tors themselves, a matter which I am 
sure will give the committee now at work 
upon this drive great happiness to make 
public. 

“Personally, I am very much elated 
and pleased over so significant an ex- 
pression of interest. It is stimulating, 
inspiring and encouraging because this 
comes from our own people.” 


Portrait Campaign Still Moving

“Later I spent 
years abroad studying drarflatics and 
music. During the war I became director 
of dramatics at Camp Dix and Camp 
Merrit, devising programs to keep the 
boys indoors; then my present affiliation 
with the Playground and Recreation As- 
sociation of America.” 

Mrs. Hanley stated that she enjoyed 
her work as traveling consultant and 
that the plays she somehow finds time 
to write are always suggested to her dur- 
ing hours of association with players.

The Evening Mode 


Since black is no longer taboo for stage 
wear, it is interesting to watch the 
fashion promenade of all black evening 
gowns. Here are some of the types at 
fashion shows: 

A gown of black chiffon with a deep 
V decolletage front and back, now prev- 
alent in Paris. Modified princess lines 
istinguish the front of the gown, which 
is unadorned. The back, however, has a 
rippling capelet which follows the V, and 
from the point of the V falls a mare's 
tail drapery, which is really cut in one 
with the capelet. The fan-like spread of 
the end falls far below the hemline of 
the gown—almost to the ankles, in fact. 
This is the type of gown which calls 
for the wearing of Jewels, its simplicity 
setting them off to advantage.

Carter, the Magician, 
On Magic in China 


Chas. J. Carter, who recently returned 
from the Far East, at the request of the 
editor of the magic department of- The 
Billboard for a story about magic in 
China, sends the following: 


“In China there are many Ching Ling 
Foos. They, like the East Indian, have 
nothing new to offer. In truth, in the 
realm of magic—here or abroad—there is 
little new or startling. The science, like 
music, has seven notes, but unlike music, 
its harmonies have been exhausted. There 
are no new principles, inexplicable or 
awesome. As with necromancy, so with 
necromancers. 

“Some old trick is oftentimes dressed 
up freshly and passed for something new 
or a small trick is converted into an illu- 
sion, the principle whereof is as old as 
an Egyptrian mummy. But about magic 
there is always a new factor’ this 1s the 
growing and the new generation. They 
are more difficult to fool than their pro- 
genitors and more imposing apparatus is 
required than in the days of Signor Blitz 
or dear old Bob Nichols or Logrenia, but 
they are equally credulous, for the trend 
of the times makes for credulity and the 
modernity of thought and innovations of 
science bring along in their wake the 
light of heart, the investigator, the 
thoughtful and erudite hand in hand with 
innocent’ and childish wonderment, as 
personified in this and ever recurrent and 
successive ages.

99, Julius Zancig holds nightly meetings 
and gives instructive lectures and demon- 
strations along scientific lines. His work 
speaks for itself and he has recently been 
honored by an appointment as the mis- 
sionary for the National Spiritual Alli- 
ance, with jurisdiction over Maryland, 
Delaware, New Jersey and Eastern Penn- 
sylvania. 

Altho nearly 70 years young, Zancig 
still loves to work, and is engaged in per- 
fecting a “Thought Picture Act” that he 
thinks will eclipse anything ever at- 
tempted in this particular line. 

A Billboard respresentative recently 
visited Zancig in his Temple, where price- 
less Oriental rugs and draperies from 
every quarter of the globe adorn the walls 
and floors, as well as souvenirs presented 
to him by royalty and celebrities, all of 
which he values highly and each has a 
pleasant memory linked with it. Our 
representative said: “I actually saw the 
very thought that I gave or suggested 
whilst he was at least 40 feet distant 
from his wife. A huge crystal ball was 
on a table on the platform and the reflec- 
tion of my thought was reproduced in the 
crystal. I asked: ‘Will I ever revisit my 
old home in New Hampshire?” At once 
there appeared a representation of my old 
home, just as I had left it, more than 15 
years ago. It almost stunned me, and 
when Zancig noted the impression it had 
made upon me, he smiled and said: ‘This 
act should create more talk than Trudy 
Ederle or Rudolph Valentino.” There is 
nothing of a spiritualistic nature con- 
nected with the act, but his 30 years’ ex- 
perience has given him a definite idea of 
what the public demands.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—On every side and 
in every way we hear of the offers that 
Pantages, thru Johnston & Lowenstein, 
is making to many of our British acts. 
There’s one big kick with the Britisher 
and that is he doesn’t like the idea of 
four a day and he doesn't like the idea 
that he may be canceled thousand’ of 
miles away from home. Nor is the offer 
of 30 weeks in 37 a fine one. Offers 
have been made to acts for any amount 
of time from 2 to 14 weeks, or even the 
30 in 37, but the British artistes seem 
to have imbibed the “Missouri” idea, 
and they are also afraid that if they 
play for Pan. they will be on the outs 
with the K.-A. people. 

Layton and Johnston are getting the 
biggest salary here of any double act— 
colored or otherwise. The Two Bobs 
get $1,250 on the Moss. Scott and 
Whaley get $1,000, and that lets out 
the high-priced double acts. Altho the 
managers say they are dead against the 
broadcast, Layton and Johnston, tho 
headlining last week at the Victoria 
Palace, also appeared on the “air” on 
Saturday night Lauder did the same 
thing and Gillespie’s lame excuse was 
that his contract with Lauder was made 
by cable.

& Vincent that they will stop bringing 

ad shows this season to their legiti- 
mate houses in Richmond and Norfolk 
has stirred up considerable protest and 
resentment on the part of playgoers 
in these Southern cities. 

They have let out a cry that legiti- 
mate attractions be not taken from 
them. 

ethe two houses in question are the 

y theaters in Richmond and Nor- 
folk of any interest to those who prefer 
road productions to movies and vaude- 
ille, < he population of both cities 
ugh to interest any road at- 
Their geographical location, 
only a short run from Washington, also 
is favorable. 

In view of this the local public can- 
not understand the reason for the Wil- 
mer & Vincent announcement. 

Or, rather, they cannot understand 
the justification for it. 

The reason, of course, is that Wilmer 
& Vincent have practically a monopoly 
on the theaters in that territory and, 
therefore, can do as they please with 
them. 

If the public isn’t satisfied it can stay 
away. | And. if it stays away long 
enough it will get what it wants. 

Monopolies, unfortunately, have been 
in the habit of getting away with their 
stuff, because the publicghas been too 
quick to accept a second choice in en- 
tertainment when no first choice could 
be had. 

If monopolies continue to get away 
with this sort of thing—and if ‘it be- 
comes a general practice for cities of 
from 125,000 to 200,000 population to be 
closed to traveling attractions — the 
legitimate theater, which is only against 
the wall, will soon have to climb right 
on top of it. 
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Try-Out Prices 


The action taken by H. C. Parsons, 
manager of Parsons’ Theater in Hart- 
ford, Conn., and the New York powers 
who supply the house with attractions, 
whereby a $1.50 top at night and $1 
top at the matinee, with a 50-cent gallery 
on all occasions, will be charged for 
new plays which have not received the 
Broadway stamp, is something that has 
long been needed. 

\gain and again the poor suckers 
in the sticks have had unfinished pro- 
ductions inflicted upon them for the 
same prices that apply on shows with 
a Broadway record, and the®complaints 
against the unfairness of such a policy 
have been ignored until now. 

The present step is a welcome one 
from several angles. 

In the first place, when managers are 
offering nothing more than a dress re- 
hearsal, they have no right to charge 
on the basis of the finished product. 
Theatergoers have been getting wise to 
this, with the result that many of them 
stay away when they know the attrac- 
tion is just a tryout. 

Secondly, unless a new production, 
when being tested in the provinces, has 
an opportunity to play before an ample 
and representative audience, it does not 
receive a proper, test. So any little con- 
cession on the part of the managers 
which will help to fill the house better 
is easily worth the sacrifice of a few 
dollars in box-office revenue. 

On top of this there is the possibility 
that, at prices more commensurate with 
the value offered, the new shows will 
attract sufficiently larger attendance to 
more than make up for, the differefce 
in scale. 


Exchange of Drama 

An American theater in London and 
an English theater in New York—that’s 
the latest rumble along the lines of in- 
ternational dramatics. 

Basil Dean is the proposer of the 
idea, and he plans to put it into effect 
next season. 

It’s worth a trial anywav. 

If Paris can support an English thea- 
ter, London should be able to support 
an American playhouse, and New York 
should have no trouble keeping an 
English theater going. 

The Britishers can give New York 
the drawing-room comedy type of play, 
which is pre-eminently English, and the 
Americans can offer London playgoers 
some stark drama and kitchen comedy. 
A fair exchange. 


. 
Second Companies 

A “second company” isn’t asways as 
bad as the designation sounds. 

There is no denying that the term has 
fallen into bad repute, but, as far as 
the theatergoing public is concerned, so 
long as the attraction is first-class and 
worth the price of admission, it makes 
no difference whether it is the second 
company, the fifth or the one before 
the first. 

Evidence along this line is provided 
by current newspaper reports on the 
touring tompany of the Lew Fields 
musical comedy, The Girl Friend. This 
show is not pretending to be a first 
company direct from New York. But 
it is leaving a much better impression 
than that left by most of the supposedly 
first companies which have played on 
tour. 

The quality and the entertainment 
value of a production, not its number 
or other designation, are the things that 
count, and The Girl Friend seems to 
have these things aplenty. 

Everhardt Armstrong, dramatic editor 
and critic of The Seattle Post-Intel- 
ligencer, recently scored a point when 
he declared that the worst enemy of 
success for high-priced stage produc- 
tions in cities of fairly large size is the 
New York producer who persuades 
himself that it is a,mistake and a wasie 
of capital to send high-grade companies 
into the hinterland. 

Playgoers insist upon showing dis- 
crimination, and when they balk at-pay- 
ing handsomely. for the privilege of 


watching shoddy performances of pieces 
that owe their prestige on Broadway to 
the excellence of the casts that acted 


them there, the managers immediately, 


complain that the road doesn’t want 
good shows any more, 

Not public apathy, but managerial 
stupidity, frequently has been the actual 
cause of disaster for productions sent 
on tour. = 

When a $2.75 show is actually worth 
$2.75 it seldom fails to attract audiences. 


The Third Circuit 


Once again there is talk of a third 
circuit looming on the horizon. 

This time, however, there is some- 
thing besides talk. The Chanins, builders 
of three New York theaters already in 
operation and three others due to open 
in the near future, also lessees of two 
houses in the Times Square district, 
have announced their intention to erect 
additional theaters in several of the 
large cities. 

On top of this they have formed a 
producing company, and will shortly 
begin putting out their own attractions. 

All of which would indicate that the 
possibility of a third circuit is at least 
more probable now than it ever was. 

Whether the materialization of such 
a possibility would do the legitimate 
theater industry any good, is a matter 
for speculation. 

Several keen students of the show 
business have asserted that the circuits 
are what reduced the industry to its 
present poverty 


It ig perhaps more correct to say 
that too few circuits was the cause of 
it all, The evil of mongpolized control, 
which makes for mechanical booking 
from a desk in a New York office, and 
gives individual theater managers no 
opportunity to select attractions accord- 
inw to their knowledge of local tastes, 
might find a 
few more goo: 


The, Art: of Applauding 


Applauding in the theater Ppears to 
be on the way to join the other lost 
arts. 

Audiences don’t Seem to react to 
stage entertainment like they did in the 
“good old days”. 

They are growing colder each season. 

Maybe it’s due to forgetfulness, and 
maybe to listlessness. 

Anyway, applause isn’t what it used 
to be. 

The blame is largely on the movies. 

With the bulk of © entertainment 
seekers, applauding is just a matter of 
habit; and the movies are destroying 
this habit. 

The bad effects of this are felt by 
the actors and the playgoers as wll. 

Most performers can’t do their best 
in front of a cold house. 

They are human, after all, and they 
respond to encouragement. 

No encouragement, no incentive. 

No incentive, poor performance. 

Even moving picture actors, in the 
making of emotional scenes, are pro- 
vided with musical inspiration, side- 
line coaching and other stimulation to 
make up for the absence of a theater 
audience. 

They couldn't “emote” properly with- 
out this stimulant. 

In a great many instances a poor 
performance is due to lack of co- 
operation on the part of the audience. 

No matter how hard a performer 
may try to please, if the audience is 
hostile or unresponsive the odds are 
against him. 

Even the best of shows frequently 
have an off night because of a cold au- 
dience. 

On the other hand, many mediocre 
shows are highly entertaining because 
the audiences get into the spirit and 
help matters along. 

Why not make a direct appeal to 
playgoers, thru the medium of promi- 
nent notices in theater programs, point- 
ing out that the degree of entertainment 
which they will derive from the per- 
formance depends to a certain extent 
upon their co-operation?

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Commercializing Actors 


Some enterprising individuals out in 
Chicago have formed a corporation for 
the purpose of selling, for commercial 
and advertising purposes, the names, 
pictures and indorsements of prominent 
artists of the stage, screen, operatic and 
concert fields. 

The firm claims to be working in 
cahoots with the managers of these 
artists. It also claims to have a majority 
of the most popular and famous stars 
on its list. 

These stars, according to a circular 
distributed by the concern to adver- 
tising agencies, will do anything, from 
posing in ‘a Rolls-Coffee and registering 
the expression of luxurious contentment 
that is supposed to result from. the 
ownership of such a flivver, to throwing 
open the privacy of their bathrooms to 
prove to the curious public, by photo- 
graphic evidence, that Tilo fixtures are 
the choice of opera singers, and, there- 
fore, cannot failgo please a more mildly 
temperamental humanity. ; 

In addition to these and other things, 
the stars will supply personally signed 
indorsements of any commodity. Not 
only that, but the advertisers may dic- 
tate the indorsements themselves. 

What could be sweeter? 

The fee for the exclusive use of a 
star is between $150 and $2,500, depend- 
ing upon the standing of the artist and 
the length of time the exclusive wise is 
desired. This charge includes the special 
posing and signed indorsements. 

Seldom has the great game of bunk- 
ing the public been worked out with 
more audacity. Seldom has it stooped 
to cheaper tricks. 

There is no doubt that ‘pictures of 
prominent theatrical persons will at- 
tract attention. Their indorsements, 
too, will have considerable weight with 
some of the public. 

3ut most readers today are pretty 
wise to claptrap of this kind. They 
will not be so easily fooled. 

The result may not have such an in- 
jurious effect on the commodity adver- 
tised, but it is.sure to drag down the 
prestige of the actors who lend, their 
names to such faking. 

It also hurts the genuine indorse- 
ments by prominent people—the in- 
dorsements which they give voluntarily 
and without charge, and which, there- 
fore, mean something to both the ad- 
vertiser and the public. 

The small amount of ‘money which an 
actor can derive from selling his name 
for commercial purposes. doesn’t com- 
pare with what he will lose by it in 
other ways. 

What is more, any ctor who is so 
prominent and popular that his name 
is werth anything, also is quite likely 
to be sufficiently well off in a financial 
way that he doesn’t need this cheap 
revenue. 


A Carnival Victory 


Thru the efforts of Mike T. Clark, 
general agent of the S. W. Brundage 
Shows, the carnival business won a 
decided victory in Smackover, Ark., the 
week before last. 

Undaunted by the ingeniously laid 
plans of the movie opposition, Mr. 
Clark appeared before the city council 
and presented facts and figures to 
prove that the objections to the appear- 
ance of his attraction in that community 
were based on false claims and entirely 
prejudicial, 

The mayor and members of the council, 
astounded at some of the truths laid 
before them by Mr. Clark, were easily 
converted. The license was granted 
and the show played*its date. 

There is a good point in this incident. 

It is an example of what one man, 
fortified with facts which are not gen- 
erally known to public officials and the 
public, can accomplish when he: pre- 
sents his self-evident case, 

It shows how all outdoor amuse- 
ments, at present being opposed, op- 
pressed and discriminated against, can 
win their way by carrying their story 
to the people. 
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HERE is going to be nothing new in 

this. It is not going to present any 

new theories or lead into any new 
lines of thought. It is not going to be 
written high flown or learnedly. In 
words that are so plain, so full of mean- 
ing, it will be told—words so every day 
familiar that they are forever in use from 
the days of baby prattle to the twilight 
time when they 
come stammered 
and falteringly 
from the dried lips 
of old age. It is 
going to be as if 
the heart were 
dictating to some 
sympathetic aman- 
uensis who caught 
the color and the 
throb in each syl- 
lable with a sym- 
pathetic, sentimen- 


tal stenography. 
Rather than 
carefully phrased 


or put into expres- 
sion by the expert 
juggling of words 
which frame _ into 
sentences, this article is going to be more 
like the whispering, over and over again, 
to one’s self, a verse or a little prose, 
that has always been favored in the 
mental repetition or perhaps like the 
remembrance of something soft and sweet 
mother whispered to you in boyhood and 
which time and years never wore or tar- 
nished.

Among the peoples of the earth there 
is one changeless community thru whose 
lives from generation unto generation 
there has passed the scarlet thread of 
kinship. People of the same God as 
yours, just as frail and as human as 
you, just the same flesh and blood, but 
for some indefinable but thoroly under- 
stood reason, a fellowship all apart from 
the rest. Even tho they come from many 
lands, a veritable Babel of tongues, still 
does the red strand show itself in the 
sinew of the cords that bind them tighter, 
more closely than any other set of peo- 
ple who have ever lived. They are the 
people of the circus. Into that strong 
cord of brotherhood that binds them 
fast as iron, but as gentle as the falling 
of a leaf, there is woven the scarlet 
strand of kinship—the kinship of the 
circus, 


aerials, to be acclaimed thru the lands 

by advertising cars, one, two and three, 
and heralded by a dozen press agents, to 
be the single act worked in midair while 
all other rings and stages are “dead"’; 
all the spots may play around your 
dainty figure and a host arise in plaudits 
at your skill, but back of the red curtains 
of the padroom, where we all get human, 
you know, and,I know, that the scarlet 
silken string of kinship binds you in a 
tender way to that object holder who 
came to the ring curb to swing you with 
the cord dropped from your Roman rings, 
or that canvasman, who with a thought 
of your safety made more secure the guy 
lines of your rigging way up near the 
bale ring; or that veteran driver of the 
stake and chain wagon, who lifted you 
up to his driver’s seat when you fought 
thru mud and rain down to the trains 
where that razorback, crowbarring a 
wagon up the rain-soaked skids, dropped 
everything and carried you down between 
the runs to where your sleeper lay. Kin- 
ship, always kinship; the blood relation 


ie MAY be your part, little lady of the 


of the big top, the never failing elbow 
touch of those in their own world—an 
island of circus folks, as it were, entirely 
surrounded by an ocean of outsiders. 


Perhaps you, reader of the outside 
world, may rightfully ask, how do I know 
all this? Let me tell you without being 
burdensomely biographical. I belong. 
They are my kin and they have been 
ever since the day my father carried me 
in his arms to see O’Brien’s circus down 
on the old brick lot in the home town, 
Charles Town, W. Va. Here the germ 
came to the surface and blossomed, and 
soon under the cherry tree in the side 
yard of the old Hawks homestead, there 
was my first circus with all the cats of 
the household and the neighborhood boxed 
in improvised cages, with a ring and a 
trapeze, made of the clothesline, and a 
broom-stick handle, where our most ex- 
pert performer could skin the cat, with 
3assett Mitchell, now one of Florida’s 
biggest developers, exhibiting fishing 
worms as snakes. Fontaine Hooff, still 
living in Charles Town, doing stunts, and 
Jubal Early Young clowning in a ring 
with real sawdust from McKnight’s saw- 
mill, and yours faithfully taking up the 
cardboards at the main entrance (a board 
knocked off the fence) at three pins a 
head, children half price, every child 
must have a ticket, this way, all seats 
free after you get in, and don’t forget 
to remain for the concert after the big 
show. Hurry! Hurry! And may I add 
that it was in this, my first circus, that 
a very adept youngster learned to skin 
the cat. He will tell you so today if you 
ask him and he is the Rev. Dr. Charles 
Diehl, now president of the Presbyterian 
Theological School at Memphis. Knowing 
how athletics stimulate the brain effort 
I am sure that “Charlie” Diehl’s training 
in my kid arena under the cherry tree 
has served him in more serious days in 
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WThe Kinship of the Circus-~-- 


handling some of the acrobatics that have 
come to theology. 

HEN the days hastene@ by. Ask Har- 
vey Watkins and Dexter Fellows or 
James Jay Brady when they met me 

in the days when I was the best known 
$12-a-week dramatic critic inthe South if 
they didn’t have to beat me to stop me 
writing circus stuff for the old Baltimore 
Herald when the show came to town. 
Do you think I can forget how I was all 
swollen up with pride when George Starr 
(peace to his soul) took me out to the 
lot in the town hack, with the top down, 
and sat me in the press box? Ever since 
then—and most people know my age— 
there has not been a year that I have 
not run off and joined the circus, except- 
ing, of course, the days when I was with 
“The Brothers” scattering my sentences 
of superlatives, my adulatory adjectives 
of acclaim along the avenues of arenic 
achievement. 

Ask any of them if I belong to the 
circus; ask any of them from the big 
bosses down thru all the paysheet, taking 
in the elephants, the butchers, everybody 
in the privilege car, and not forgetting 
the canvasman, and especially the one 
who, lying under a wagon in Rochester 
one night, crawled out and punched a 
town guy who had hit me under the chin 
when I caught him selling ducats. And 
oh! what a withering wallop that towner 
gave me! Yes sir, I belong. I can stand 
up in any circus assemblage, and they 
will tell you so, and I am at home at 
any mulligan in any part of the world. 
So that sets me. You can cut me any- 
where, like the old H. M. S. rope, and 
find a scarlet string twisted into my 
makeup 

Beautiful essays are written about the 
brotherhood of man and sob sisters slop 
space on the dutiful women of the spangle 
world, and it is all true. Love is a real 
thing among the circus folks. Still more

“showfolks’ best friend” to publish that 
story about the destitute actors’ in 
Florida not being properly taken care 
of the same as the other sufferers from 
the hurricane. 

It sounds unbelievable that members of 
the profession, who always respond with- 
out a second thought when called upon 
to aid in the relief of others, should 
be turned down when they are them- 
selves in distress, but such was the case 
here. 

“We don’t know anything about funds 
for ‘actors’,”” many of them were told. 

Why wouldn't it be a good idea for 
the profession to have it generally un- 
derstood among all relief organizations, 
including the Red Cross, that whenever 
a disaster occurs anywhere a special ef- 
fort should be made immediately to help 
out any showfolk among the sufferers? 
This is not asking much when you stop 
to think that it is the showfolk who 
help most in raising relief funds for 
others. On the other hand, the profession 
has a right to—and should—insist upon 
its own people being taken care of, and 
it should ask for this assurance in re- 
turn for the dependability of the pro- 
fession in such emergencies.

I know I am speaking for a great 
many actors and actresses in voicing 
these sentiments.

than that, remembrance is a precious 
thing under the big tops. They don't 
mourn for a while and forget. No one 
of the circus has ever finished his sea- 
son of earthly existence and passed on 
to the Big Top of Eternity and been for- 
gotten. 

There isn’t a circus playing now n 
any part of the world, now or any time, 
that here and there someone does not 
visit during the season a town where 
lies the mound that marks the grave of 
someone of the circus Do they buy an 
expensive wreath of La France beauties 
and immortelles, send it out to the 
cemetery and then forget? They do not. 
Parade in the mornin g, two shows a 
day, just time enough between matinee 
and night to get a feed in the cookhouse, 
but time enough to take the band out to 
the graveyard and there, about the raised 
turf that marks the earthly abode of 
some one of circus kinship, to stand with 
bowed heads while the band plays with 
feeling, Nearer, My God, to Thee. Kin- 
ship of the circus, yes, a kinship that 
lasts beyond the grave and passes into 
the spangles and the silvered rigging of 
the on high of the spirit world 

Do you recall the story of that terrible 
storm of wind and rain in the Northwest, 
when lightning struck a center pole, 
killing more than a half-dozen working 
men and splintering the pole as if it 
had been a sapling? There stands on the 
site of the tragedy of the tents a monu- 
ment of memory to the men who were 
killed at that time. [It is a shaft of 
splintered marble. Kinship and remem- 
brance. And the bands stop there every 
year with the little group of grief, and 
play the heart hymns that add new 
luster to names written in gold in the 
big book. 


OR a moment let's get away from 


the big three rings and acres of 
canvas, away from the coliseums and 
the hippodromes, away from the rails 


back to the old wagon show days, among 
the trail blazers of the annals of the 
arena. Let me quote you from my own 
little book, Red Wagon Stories. It is the 
old boss canvasman speaking: 

“We had been doin’ day and a night 
stand and had a 14-mile haul. We was 
hopin’ for a moon. But jes’ as Dutch 
Andy was playin’ his last piece there 
was a bust of wind an’ a flash of 
lightnin’, an’ she began to come town in 
solid sheets. We gets the people out and 
gets to work on the tent wall. This peels 
off in a jiffy an’ the rain lets up. Then 
down wid the big top an’ on the wagon. 
But sumthin’ catches in the riggin’ on 
the main pole, an’ I sees I has to send me 
helper up on a climb to get her clear. 
Everything was gone but the pole wagon 
and a few side-show things, an’ the ‘bus 
we bosses rode in, with four grays pullin’ 
it. Afore I sends my helper, Jim, a fine 
boy, what had been a sailor, up the pole, 
I send four men out to hold her up by 
hangin’ on the long rope to the far stake. 
Jim skins up to the top an’ gits her 
loose, but before he kin git down the 
gang holdin’ the long guy loses their 
holt an’ the pole falls. 

“Well, we picks up Jim, an’ he is pretty 
bad. Ribs in, an’ a lot of cuts. We tried 
ev'ry house aroun’, but no doctor, tho 
there was one good old lady who gave us 
some arnicy and strips of bandage she 
said she’d kept to use on her husband 
when he got shot up in the Saturday 
night fights "bout the tavern So we 
piles poor Jim into the "bus and drives 
off easy, while we walks along quiet like 
an’ sore. Poor Jim, he jes’ groans an’ 
talks "bout doin’ his best, an’ [I keeps 
givin’ him liquor to make him forget it. 

“But it was all over for Jim, an’ we 
were jes’ pullin’ out of a clump of woods 


down by a river when we sees he's dead 
There was no use carryin’ his body ‘long, 
an’ he didn’t have no people to ship it 
to, so we decided .g him a decent 
burial. Two of the cemen digs the 
place, an’ we lays poor Jim away under 
a willow tree. Jes’ thon one of the boys 
speaks up an’ sez 

“ ‘Say, boys, it don't seem right to 
plant Jim without sayin’ sumthin’.’ 


“But there wasn’t a mother’s son in 
the crowd knew what to say, tho they 
is all on to what the fellow means. We 
watts awhile, an’ I sez . 


“ ‘Well, there might be a little singin’.’

“Well,” said the boss canvasman, ‘he 
only knowed two tunes, When Johnny 
Comes Marchin’?

E understand. We who have our 

hearts “within the ropes”, as Pearl 

Doles Bell so beautifully refers to 
circus and its kinship in her book, en- 
titled Her Elephant Man. 

And listen to this about our folks. It 
was written by Kenneth Grahame in his 
introduction to the autobiography of 
“Lord” George Sanger, known from one 
end of Great Britain to the other and 
thru all Europe as a “king of the arena” 
and a “prince among showmen”. In 
referring to the reprinting of Sanger’s 
memoirs, written by the veteran of show- 
dom, under the title of Seventy Years a 
Showman, Mr. Grahame says: “He is the 
author of an autobiography which con- 
tains not an unkind word of anyone.” 

Commenting on showfolks, Mr. Gra- 
hame continues: “Indeed, show people are 
a contented folk, chiefly, I think, because 
they rarely want to be anything but what 
they are. They like the life for itself, not 
for its gains and profits. They generally 
seem to have enough money, if not a 
great superfluity. Some people seem to 
have a vague idea of traveling showfolk 
as living in Rembrandt interiors on a 
Salvator Rosa background, in a scene 
of perpetual high lights and fuliginous 
shadows full of flashing eyes, tangled 
gipsy locks, dirt, confusion, clamor and 
picturesqueness, They are, instead, a 
quiet and reserved people, subdued in 
manner, clannish, living a life apart; 
scrupulously clean and tidy, as indeed 
anyone must be who lives in a caravan; 
self-reliant, asking little from anyone ex- 
cept some tolerance from officials and 
freedom to come and.go and offer their 
simple wares; and you rarely find a 
Zypsy among them. They intermarry 
among themselves and are very proud of 
their descent from illustrious predeces- 
sors. Success, if it comes to them, is 
but modest, reckoned in terms of money; 
failure means that they are down and 
out, and there will be no one waiting to 
help them except their own folks.” 


Beautiful, comforting thought. How 
they do help each other. How they do 
stand by when comes the stalking of 
sorrow and suffering. And just one 
more. Our own Josie DeMott Robinson, 
in her splendid book of the tops, called 
The Circus Lady, says this—and she was 
born to the circus: 


“I am still one of them, and will be 
till I die. In my heart and soul, I be- 
long to the lot and the red wagon and 
the big top.” 


Do these high spots, do these few 
vagrant sentences of mine impress you 
with this eternally living thing, the kin- 
ship of the circus? It ought to, for I 
who have it, feel that it exists within me, 
just as I feel the beating of my heart. 


HERE: are some associations in the 

world that knit people very closely 

together. There are none that bind 
in a loving closeness more than does that 
which exists among the people of the can- 
vas-covered world. But there is one that 
comes near it. This is the United States 
Navy, with its indefinable “spirit of 
the navy”, which every one who has ever 
served feels, knows and understands, but 
cannot express in words. It is a spirit 
that is strengthened by close and con- 
tinuous communion with that great token 
of the Creator—the boundless sea. I 
think I know this, for Teaning over the 
wall along Riverside Drive I have looked 
out on the fleet at night, silent and 
majestic, great gray floating fortresses, 
their lines of lights down the gangways 
and the yard-arm blinkers talking the 
language of the sea. I feel then the 
thrill, the tingling of something that I 
cannot explain, but I know that I belong, 
that I am in that kinship just as I am in 
the kingly kinship of the circus. 

It may be a strange combination—bat- 
tleships and elephants—but it isn’t 
strange to me, even if Lieut. Joe Kaveney 
of the Medical Corps of the Navy did tell 
Admiral Willard of his flagship one night 
at mess that “you had better look out for 
Wells Hawks, for he is a circus man, 
and the first thing you know he will be 
painting your ship red and _ sprinkling 
sawdust around the deck.” 

The other night I sat on a property 
box, watching a show down South. Floyd 
King and I were watching it together, 
not expecting an incident of beauty and 
a token of a kinship—and there is an 
additional kinship between Floyd and me— 


because we were both newspaper 
before we jdéined out with the tops. A 
little French girl, chic and charming, 
with all of the delightful airs of the ring 
of the Nouveau Cirque, was giving her 
act in the center ring. It was her first 
season in America—she spoke no English, 
Now it was her last performance, 
she was returning home. As she bowed 
herself out beyond the curtained entrance 
to the padroom, she was circled about 
by all of the women of the circus—those 
sentimental sisters of the spancles—a 
great bunch of roses given to her, and 
each kissed her, She buried her face in 
the roses and there were tears of joy. 
Kinship of the cireus, that knows no 
clime, that knows no language. She will 
never forget.

Sometimes, in a fanciful way, I weave 
a wonderful dream. The big tops of all 
of the circuses have been laced together 
and roped off from the. outside world. 
Here gathers in communion a_ great 
family homecoming of all the circus folk, 
an innumerable throng of the kin of the 
ring. They are seated on the tiers of 
blues and reds under this great top that 
stretches for miles and miles. In the 
rings, as far as one can see to the right 
and to the left, are thousands of horses, 
eaparisoned and eantering. Around the 
hippodrome track passes an_ endless 


pageantry of red and golden wagons 


drawn by horses in crimson trappings; of 
slowly moving elephants, with great 
purple velvet coverings, studded with 
jewels, and carrying on their backs 


houdahs with golden minarets filled with 
strange and curious people; of plodding 
camels, with tinkling bells of the desert; 
of all the slow-moving walking stock; the 
star steeds of the ring, with plaited 
manes and checkered rumps; the sturdy 
baggage stock—all passing in silent re- 
view. 

The side walls of the great top have 
been lowered so that the cooling air of 
twilight time may pass over the great 
assemblage in this dimly-lighted arena 
with its colossal congregation of circu 
kin. Far off in the outside world we 
hear chimes ringing—we cannot clearly 
make out the melody, but it sounds like 
Should Auld Acquaintance Be Forgot 
A thousand bands are playing softly. The 
softened shrieking of-the reeds sounds 
like evening winds in the marsh grass. 
The great bass horns and drums are 
like distant rolls of thunder or the roar 
of a Nubian chorus in the fastnesses of 
the jungle. A thousand calliopes har- 
monize their mellow melodies with the 
strains of the bands. Suddenly it grows 
strangely silent. It is like the hush that 
comes before the storm, like the silencing 
of all else and a purple haze before 
nature strikes. The great assemblage is 
motionless, expectant—one of those things 
in life that pins the soul to immortality 
is going to happen. All are feeling th: 
pulsing, the stretching of their scarlet 
strand—that token of-an unending and 
undying kinship, the eternal closeness of 
circus folk. Faces shine with a glow 
that is soul-born. 


OW there comes a rustle. It is the 
N flutter of great wings. We look up 

in the silvered rigging, where the 
ropes and the guy lines seem to be 
covered-with an ashen-hued silk. There 
is a haze. We cannot quite determine 
whether the haze is there, under the 


billowing tops or in our own eyes, but 
we know it is there—gray and beautiful 
and very soft. Now the mist parts, like 
the rending of heavy plush curtains, gray 
curtains, in a transcendent tableau, some 
splendid spiritual spectacle, in a glory of 
glitter. As the curtains part there comes 
a figure, resting on the air, as if in a 
great cloud swing on a rope of pearls. 


The figure is very lovely. We, look 
closer. It is a woman of celestial Mauty. 
Her arms, her body and her legs are 


white and of perfect mold. Her beautiful 
feet shine like alabaster. She trembles in 
midair as she pinions her wings. Golden 
tresses fall on either side of her face— 
the contenance of an angel, unspeakably 
lovely. We dare not move. Presently 
there is a flourish of a thousand trump- 
ets. Then, as suddenly, there is silence. 

Listen! The figure speaks, clear and 
resonant, like the clang of a golden bell 
that reverberates thru the universe: 

“Whither thou goest, IT will go; and 
where thou lodgest, I will lodge. Thy 
people shall be my people, and thy God, 
my God.” 


It is the spirit of the circus.

NEW YORK.—tThe first delegation of 


champion cowboys of the 150 winners 
and runnersup from the roundups at 
Pendleton, Calgary, Cheyenne,. Belle 


Fourche, Chicago, Philadelphia and Fort 
Worth who will compete for the world’s 
championship titles in the World's Series 
Rodeo at Madison Square Garden Novem- 
ber 4 to 13 arrived. 

The American Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals made protest 
against “bulldogging”’, steer wrestling 
and other sports scheduled for the rodeo. 
James Barber, president of the Broad 
Street Hospital, to which the proceeds of 
the rodeo will be given, expressed the 
opinion that the society's protest was ex- 
aggerated and groundless. 

The protest is based on observations 
made during the 1922 rodeo. It says: 
“The American Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals in 1922 strenu- 
ously opposed the giving of a show pre- 
sumably similar in character at the old 
Madteon Square Garden. Careful inspec- 
tion by the agents of the society developed 
gross cruelty, and, altho the society at 
that time was unable to prevent the show, 
the testimony presented to the court was 
of such a nature that the action of the 
Society was indorsed.” 

Five hundred head of cattle, including 
250 wild steers and 100 broncos that will 
be used to test the skill and courage of 
the cowboy and cowgirl contestants in the 
rodeo are on their way to New York. 

Hugh Strickland, winner of the steer- 
roping contest at Cheyenne this year; 
Paddy Ryan, winner of the Roosevelt 
trophy at the Pendelton roundup in 1924; 
Bob Askins, champion rider; Mike Stuart, 
winner of the riding contest at Cheyenne; 
Bert Sivvett, champion calf roper, and 
other champions from the Western plains, 
will take part in the contests. 

Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the 
Hospital's Rodeo Executive Committee, 
said: “The rodeo will not only be one of 
the most thrilling indoor sporting events 
ever staged here, but will be witnessed 
by the biggest rodeo audiences ever 
mobilizd here.” 


MANGUM, Okla.—The various ‘cow- 
boys’ contests during the rodeo in con- 
nection with the county fair furnished 
plenty of thrills and amusement. There 
were many cowboys entered in the vari- 
ous events and the competition was very 
close, with the following results: Two 
Vinson men were winners in the calf- 
roping contests, they taking handsome 
premiums for the three-day average.

Mont Churchill, of Ft. Cobb, was second, 
with a time of 23 1-5 seconds. Vernon 
Ellison, of Ft. Cobb, was third, his time 
being 24 3-5 seconds. Six Harrison, of 
Bailey, was first Friday, with a time of 
17 1-5 seconds. Lonzo J. Cooper was 
second, with a time of 24 4-5 seconds. 
Flynn Norman, of Mangum, was third, 
his time being 25 2-5 seconds. 

Mont Churchill, of Ft. Cobb, won 
first place Saturday, with a time of 14 
seconds. Six Harrison, of Bailey, was 
second, his time being 17 1-5 seconds. 


Lonzo J. Cooper was third, with a time 
of 20 1-2 seconds.

Pinkie Samples, Jourdan 
McClure, of Holdenville, and Jack Chap- 
man took bronk-riding money Saturday. 
Some remarkable time was made in the 
bulldogging events. Fred Carter bull- 
dogged a steer in nine seconds, Friday, 
while Red Thompson came within one- 
fifth of a second of equaling that time 
Saturday night. In Thursday's events 
Jack Chapman won first in 34 seconds. 
Fred Carter was second in 35 seconds 
and Red Thompson was third, with a time 
of one minute and six seconds. Fred Car- 
ter was first Friday, when he bulldogged 
his steer in 9 seconds flat. Pinkie Sam- 
ples was second in 16 2-5 seconds and 
Red Thompson was third, with a, time cf 
27 seconds. Red Thompson was first 
Saturday, with a time of 9 1-5 seconds. 
Fred Carter was second in 14 seconds 
and Pinkie Samples was third with a 
time of 41 2-5 seconds. Floyd DeArman, 
of Sayre, was principal winner in the 
steer-riding contests. DeArman won first 
Thursday with Cass Crady, of Willow, 
second, and “Booger Red" Rogers, of 
Memphis, Tex., third.

Thaviu’s Band and Halcyon Players ar- 
rived here Saturday night from Dallas, 
following the close of their engagement 
at the State Fair, and gave their first 
band concert Sunday night. Many 
Wacoans had heard the band in Da.ias 
last week and the Cotton Palace man- 
agement is being generally commended 
on having Thaviu and his players for 
this year’s exposition. 

Starting today a week brimful of at- 
tractions has been arranged. This is 
the first day of the better babies’ con- 
ference. This has been such a big fea- 
ture of the Cotton Palace that it has been 
virtually adopted as an annual affair. 
More babies have been entered this year 
than at any time in the past, some of 
them from distant points, too. 

Tuesday will be Waco’s own @ay at the 
Palace. As a result of the efforts of the 
Chamber of Commerce practically all 
business in Waco will suspend Tuesday 
afternoon .at 1 o’clock. Nearly all the 
merchants have agreed to declare the day 
a holiday and preparations have been 
made to accommodate the largest crowd 
that has ever thronged the Palace 
grounds.

Many farmers from distant parts of 
the State took part in the cotton parade 
which featured the opening of the ex- 
position Saturday morning, a prize of 
$50 being offered for the one making the 
longest trip. The winner this year was 
Ira A. Lord, of Midland, who left home 
Thursday afternoon and traveled 372 
miles to the palace. Altho the bulk of 
the parade consisted of cotton drawn by 
farmers who had raised it, diversification 
also was stressed in several ways. The 
parade was declared the best since the 
inauguration of the Cotton Palace. 

Many of the exhibits had been in- 
stalled Friday, and Saturday visitors 
found much to interest them. This was 
especially true of the automobile show, 
the poultry show, the community and 
school exhibits and the floral display. 

President Crawford was not at all 
pessimistic Saturday over the fact that 
Tain had cut down the opening-day at- 
tendance. He had been on an inspection 
trip over the grounds and expressed 
himself that as good a show as the Cot- 
ton Palace offers this year will attract 
large crowds regardless of the weather.

Reports Surplus of $25,000 


REGINA, Sask., Can., Oct. 26.—With a 
net surplus of approximately $25,000 
shown on the year’s operations, the Re- 
gina Exhibition Association in 1926 en- 
joyed the best year in its history, ac- 
cording to the auditor's statement of ac- 
counts presented to the directors last 
week. 

On the provincial summer exhibition 
there was a surplus of $41,354, while the 
operation of the skating rink netted the 
board $2,687. Out of the gross earnings 
a total of $19,000 was spent on improve- 
ments on the grounds and buildings dur- 
ing the vear and a surplus of $1,996 was 
carried forward from the preceding year. 
A further sum of $60,000 was spent on 
the construction of two buildings during 
the year, the funds being provided by 
the sale of debentures. 

On the 1925 Winter Fair account the 
revenue totaled $17,560, including grants 
from the Dominion government of $8,137, 
from the Provincial government of $5,000, 
from the Breeders’ Association of 
$415, leaving a deficite of $691 

Revenues in tlhe operation of the skat- 
ing rink in the stadium during the year. 
totaled $10,711, including $1,591 from 
professional hockey and $7,223 from 
sundry hockey, the surplus being $3,687.

Extensions Planned 
For Neptune Beach 


Pacific Coast Resort Closes Pros- 
perous Season---$250,000 To 
Be Spent on Improvements 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—Terminat- 
ing one of the most prosperous seasons in 
its history, Neptune Beach, Alameda, 
closed for the winter months last night. 

Neptune Beach, situated on the east 
side of San Francisco Bay, is e° of the 
largest combination beach resorts and 
amusement parks on the Pacific Céast 
and draws patronage from San Francisco 
as well as all cities of the East Bay 
district, including Oakland, Berkeley, Ala- 
meda and communities in the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys. 

Two huge outdoor swimming pools and 
surf bathing in the bay off the Alameda 
shore attract lovers of aquatic sports 
from all sections of the Pacific Coast, 
and many of the largest swimming meets 
in California are conducted at Neptune 
under the direction of the Pacific Asso- 
ciation of the Amateur Athletic Union. 

Manager R. C. Strehlow, veteran 
amusement park man and exposition 
builder, who acquired possession of the 
Alameda beach resort following the San 
Francisco World’s Fair in 1915, has just 
returned from an extensive tour of the 
Fast with the announcement that he will 
expend a quarter of a million dollars on 
extensions and improvements for Nep- 
tune Beach during the winter months. 

Strehlow acquired tidelands adjoining 
the park two years ago and has had 
dredgers at work since that time filling 
in this immense tract. This dredging 
work is almost completed now and pro- 
vides a site upon which a huge stadium 
is to be constructed at a cost of more 
than $200,000. This enclosure will pro- 
vide an ideal place for the holding of 
convention and outdoor gatherings as well 
as for athictic games and contests and 
outdoor pageants and performances of 
all kinds. 

The stadium is only one feature of the 
expansion and improvement program to 
be carried on during the winter. New 
concessions and pleasure devices are to 
be added to the already large group of 
rides and thrillers which combine to make 
Neptune Beach the mecca for tremendous 
crowds of outdoor pleasure seekers dur- 
ing eight months of the California amuse- 
ment park season. On Sundays and holi- 
days an average crowd reaches propor- 
tions of from 20,000 to 25,000. 

Work on the stadium and other im- 
provement will be rushed in order to be 
ready for the opening of the resort, which 
is planned for March 1 next year. Free 
parking space for 10,000 automobiles will 
be provided adjoining the stadium and 
a miniature railway and other new rides 
will be added to the list of concessions in 
the park.

Luxurious and Costly Casino 
To Be Built at Nice in 1927 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—The 
Department of Commerce has just made 
public a digest of world-wide construc- 
tion reports received in the machinery 
division of the department, which dis- 
closes among other things a Casino de 
Luxe is to be erected at Nice, France, 
to cost about 30,900,000 francs. 

Plans for the construction have been 
accepted, according to a report from 
Consul J. Lee Murphy, Nice, made public 
by the commerce department. 

The new casino, which will be con- 
structed on the beach, will contain a 
swimming pool, a large garage and 
serving quarters in the basement, and the 
upper floors will be given over to a hotel, 
theater, library, tearoom and a restau- 
rant. Construction will commence in 
1927. 


Pleasure Beach Park Operating 
Dance Pavilion Twice Weekly 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 30.—Altho 
Pleasure Beach Park here formally closed 
for the season about a month ago, the 
large dance pavilion is still operating on 
Saturday and Sunday evenings, with the 
remainder of the island closed. The 
Sheridan Terrace Orchestra, of Cleveland, 
O., which played the entire season at the 
island, has departed for a vaudeville tour, 
and has been replaced by various local 
orchestras. 

The park management is planning to 
convert the spacious dance hall into a 
boxing arena for the winter months, and 
will shortly alter ic to conform to 
pugilistic purposes, 

A heating system will be installed as 
soon as formal matters can be taken care 
of by the directors of the island. 


Perkins Buys Crescent Park 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 30.—Cres- 
cent Park, near here, has been sold at 
public auction to Fred E. Perkins, of 
East Providence, for $90,000. It is be- 
lieved that he was acting for the Beacon 
Realty Company, holder of the first mort- 
gage for $125,000. 

There were only a few bidders and the 
first offer made was for $50,000. The 
widow of Charles Looff conducted the re- 
sort for a number of years. Nothing 
was realized from the sale today, as the 
first mortgage exceeds the purchase price.

Restaurant Causes Park Losses 

TORONTO, Can., Oct. 28.—Financial 
losses at Sunnyside Beach Park were 
mainly contributed by the Pavilion res- 
taurant during 1925, according to a re- 
port presented to the city auditor. Profit 
on the north side concessions, however, 
was $36,273. While the concessions 
showed a profit, this was neutralized by 
other losses due to the pavilions. 


Park Men ‘Hollered’ 
10 Years Ago, Too 


Resort Managers Faced Troubles 
in 1916—Have They Changed 
Much Since Then? 


— 


What does a decade mean in the life 
of a man? Not much, unless he kas 
gained experience and made progress. If, 
however, that man happens to be en- 
gaged in the park business, either as 
owner or manager, and he has put in 10 
good years trying to please the public 
and show a balance in the exchequer at 
the close of each season, then he has 
made some advancement or stepped 
backward. Stagnation is unknown in 
the park world. 

Men don’t change much in a decade, 
at least in their fundamentals. 

Take our park managers today, for 
instance. They have grumbles and 
grievances; so had their brethren 10 
years ago. Probably the viewpoint has 
changed, but in, both cases shortcomings, 
illusions and disappointments were -in 
vogue. Probably many of our park man- 
agers today feel like sympathizing with 
Shakespeare when he said, “Now is the 
winter of our discontent,” basing their 
gloom on the tricks of the weather man. 
True, old Jupiter Pluvius had a first- 
grade innings during the last summer 
and that made substantial reason for 
adding a few more wrinkles to the fore- 
head of the park manager. But prob- 
ably if the weather had been favorabl 
for a prosperous season there would have 
been other reasons for dissatisfaction. 

Browsing over Old Billyboy, dated 
November, 1916—that’s just 10 vears ago 
—we find that one park enthusiast takes 
the managers to task for something that 
can hardly be laid at the doors of many 
park managers in this year of grace. 
The men who handle the reins at our 
leading parks and amusement resorts 
seem to have caught the spirit of the 
dayv—spotlight publicity. Every well- 
regulated park today has its press agent, 
who demands a place in the sun for his 
amusement center. Our advertising col- 
umns prove that the modern park man- 
ager is right on his toes in the matter 
of keeping his park before the public, 
and he gets results, 

But, just a decade ago this candid 
friénd writes Old Billyboy in this man- 
ner: 

“What is the matter with the summer 
park managers thruout the country? 
For the past few years they seem to be 
afflicted with that lassitudinal disease, 
‘dolce far niente’, and to lurk in the 
shadows rather than the limelight of pub- 
licity. (To save hunting in the diction- 
ary we may as well explain here that 
“dolee far niente’ is Italian for “delight- 
ful idlenes#’.) 

“The regular season of the summer 
park only extends over about 100 days, 
and within that time they look to do 
business enough to not only cover the 
expenses of the entire year but also to 
show a fair profit on their investment 
3ut do they do it? Not if what more 
than half of them say is true, for every 
year at the close of the season there is 
a united wail goes up that ‘it?’ was the 
worst year they ever experienced.” 

Let us take a breathing spell while we 
consider how familiar are these words 
today. But. strange to say, that is about 
the only parallel in the argument of 1916 
and today. 


Our advisory correspondent continues 
along this line: 

“Why are these complaints heard? 
Time was when the summer park was 
exploited much as the moving picture 
theater is today, and the public was 
drawn to it accordingly. And yet today 
the summer park receives less publicity 
in the newspapers and theatrical jour- 
nals than any other branch of the show 
business. And in these days of stren- 
ubus activity in every line of business it 
appears strange that the summer parks 
do not get in line and ‘go after’ busines 
instead of contenting themselves. with 
whatever happens to come along thei! 
way. 

“Being an old park man myself, it 
has greatly surprised me to witness this, 
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indifference. In many parks thousands 
of dollars are spent each year in im- 
provements, installing new devices and 
musements, and yet little or no effort 
is made to reach the public and secure its 
patronage. 

“This is not only poor business but it 
is also unfair to the many concession- 
aires, who rely on these managers to 
bring the crowds that will enable them 
to pay their ground rent or percentage 
and leave them a fair profit for their 
summer’s work.” 

Well, when we consider the words of 
our counselor, need we repeat that men 
don’t change much in 10 years. Are 
not these arguments still sound? Is it 
not a fact that too many park managers 
neglect the one thing important—let the 
public know what kind of a business you

why you want public patronage? 
Probably 10 years ago it took-a little 
longer for good® arguments 4nd sound 
suggestions to “soak in”, but it was only 
a matter of about a month until this 
counselor was given a reply to his 


query: “What is,the matter with the 
summer park managers thruout the 
country?” 


In Old Billyboy of December 16, 1916— 
that same decade ago—another park en- 
thusiast offers some data that seems to 
clinch the matter. He says: 

“The reason of this correspondent’s 
complaint may be traced to the germ 
that may be aptly designated ‘stagnan- 
titis’ and peculiarly indigenous in the 
management of summer parks. The 
disease usually manifests itself in the 
month of November or late in October, 
following an attack of ‘good resolve’ in 
relation to future plans. . .. 

“One great mistake made by the 
average park manager is the idea that 
his park is its own advertisement. This 
is true only in a minor sense. It would 
be a sorry day for manufacturers of 
world-demanded utilities if they ‘lay on 
their oars’ and depleted their advertising 
as their sales advanced. No need for me 
to assert that the public is used and edu- 
cated to expect the advertising of every- 
thing offered in the public market as 
specialties. Surely. one may aptly re- 
gard summer park catering under that 
heading. Such being so, a resort cannot 
but lose both prestige and favor in an 
always decreasing of consistent publicity. 
Discreet and judicious advertising is not 
an expense—it is an asset. 

“Personally I have found human 
nature when in search of recreation for 
the health, mind and risibijities the same 
the world over, tho there are hundreds of 
my fellow park managers who will as- 
sert that the particular public they re- 
spectively cater to is ‘a funny crowd’. IT 
have heard the same phrase a hundred 
times, in the United States equally so 
as in South Africa, Australia, New 
Zealand, France, Germany and Great 
Britain. Perhaps 1%! may have been 
wrong in deciding that in each instance 
the ‘funny crowds’ seemed nothing but 
‘just human’—at least I found them to 
be so in my efforts to capitalize their 
pleasures. 

“At an¥ rate I have submitted the 
germ of a practical idea, and in doing 
so have simply disclosed the secret of 
the success of many parks envied ly the 
majority. To the park managers re- 
ferred to by your correspondent I would 
say ‘Avoid Stagnantitis!’” 


That is one of the thfngs discussed in 
the columns of Old Billyboy just 10 years 
ago. The topic seemed timely then, and 
we are not convinced that such a matter 
has lost its importance today. 

It is because of these things that we 
have suggested that men don’t change 
much in a decade. Maybe we are right, 
maybe not; but that’s our story.

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Animal Trainer Fights 
Bengal Tiger in Cage 


HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 27.—Excitement 
reigned at the zoo here yesterday when 
a human and a tiger met in mortal com- 
bat, resulting in the escape of the man 
and the death of the animal with a bullet 
in its heart. 

The fight occurred when C. A. Wilson, 
superintendent of the zoo at Minot, N. D., 
inspected the cage of El Tex, a royal 
Bengal tiger at the zoo here. As Wilson 
and two companions entered the cage Fl 
Tex was near the doorway. Wilson, an 
expert animal trainer, slapped him in the 
face with his hand. Instead of backing 
away, as he originally would have done, 
the beast sprang at Wilson and landed 
on his shoulders. 

The trainer coolly clinched with the 
tiger, his only chance, and hugged him 
tightly to his breast, keeping his jaws 
out of reach over his shoulder and holi- 
ing one powerful, clawing forepaw away 
with his right hand. 

As man and tiger rolled on the floor, 
one of Wilson's companions, who had 
been maneuvering for an opening, found 
his chance and put a bullet in the tiger’s 
heart at close range. As the beast fell 
dead, one of his clawing hind legs ripped 
Wilson’s thigh. 

At the hospital 29 stitches were taken 
in Wilson’s leg and many other gashes 
dressed. Unless infection sets in his re- 
covery is believed assured.

Tent Covering Permits 
Free Acts During Rain 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—E. J. Rutan, of 
the Wirth & Hamid offices, advises that 
officials of the Hagerstown (Md.) Fair 
introduced an experiment at that fair 
this season which promises to be a prac- 
tical and profitable feature at future 
fairs. This consists of a tent covering 
for the free-act platform. Only one-half 
of the platform was covered, the cover- 
ing being sustained by brace wires run- 
ning across from four poles. 


On Thursday of the fair the free acts 
were offered on schedule despite the 
inclement weather, the only attractions 
that could not work being the perch act 
and May Colliers’ diving act. 


Jake Seldomridge, representative of the 
Pennsylvania State Fairs and secretary 
of the Lancaster (Pa.) Fair, witnessed 
the innovation and expressed himself fa- 
vorably for its adoption by the majority 
of the fairs, which, in case of rain, have 
to cancel the free-act program invariably, 
which affects the grand-stand receipts. By 
this arrangement this interruption could 
be materially curtailed.

Capt. Jack Valley 
Off for Porto Rico 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The S. §&. 
Coamo, of the Porto Rico Steamship 
Line, today had among its. passengers 
Capt. Jack Valley and his South Ameri- 
can Exposition Shows, which open their 
engagement at San Juan on November 6 
for a 15-day period *under the auspices 
of the Elks, to be followed by a tour 
of the island, including Carguas, Aricibo, 
Yauco, Ponce, Reo Pedro and other 
spots. Santo Domingo Republic will next 
be invaded, and the shows will play the 
capital for two weeks *and five other 
adjacent towns. From there Capt. Jack 
Valley will pilot his entourage to the 
Dutch West Indies, then to Venezuela, 
where he proposes to reorganize for his 
tour of the West Coast of South America 
that will require at least a year and uw 
half to complete. The first unit of his 
tour will consume six months. On the 
West Coast the shows will play Panama, 
Ecuador, Peru, Chile, Bolivia, Uruguay, 
Argentine, Brazil, British West Indies 
und back to the United States. 

This is Capt. Jack Valley’s initial 
offering in taking a full organized show 
to South America, altho his first trip 
to those distant shores was with Walter 
K. Sibley in 1921, when he introduced 
his unique water shew that registered a 
hit with the natives. In 1922 he returned 
to that country with his water show, 
playing independent dates. In 1923 he 
completed another tour, this time with 
Benny Krause. Last season he toured 
South America with Goldberg’s Coney 
Island Shows. His suceess in each in- 
stance has inspired him to organize his 
own shows. He speaks and writes the 
Spanish language, understands the pré- 
vailing customs of the people, has made 
many friends and admirers as a per- 
former and has been feted extensively 
by the native officials wherever he has 
appeared. He trained and boxed with 
Firpo, “the wild bull of Pampas”, and 
gave him his first punching bag and 
instructions jin the art of fistiana.

Law Aimed at Carnivals 
Sidetracked in Oakland 


Efforts of motion picture theater inter- 
ests of Oakland, Calif., to obtain pas- 
sage of an ordinance to prohibit the 
operation of carnivals failed yesterday 
when Commissioner Leroy Goodrich in- 
troduced a motion tabling the propored 
legislation. 

The appeals of the motion picture men 
were heeded to a slight degree by the 
city council, however, when Commissioner 
W. J. Baccus introduced a_ resolution 
declaring it to be the intention of the 
council to grant but two one-week per- 
mits to a carnival company wintering in 
Oakland, and to practice a general policy 
of denying permits to all other carnivals 
seeking to show in the city. 

The ordinance was opposed by the 
Merchants’ Exebange of Oakland, rep- 
resented by E. H. Hart, secretary. Hart 
declared that one carnival company 
wintering in Oakland spends $80,000 a 
year in the city and that if the ordinance 
passed it would leave town. 

L. G. Chapman, representing the carni- 
val company, said passage of the or- 
dinance, which provided a license fee of 
$500 for all carnivals showing in Oak- 
land, would be unfair and discriminatory. 

Commissioner Goodrich held that the 
city has no right to tax a business out 
of existence and that such legislation 
would not be valid. 

Hart pointed out that under existing 
ordinance the city council has the power 
to deny or terminate licenses applied 
for by carnival companies and in his 
opinion a proper application of this power 
should be sufficient protection for the mo- 
tion picture theaters. 

The ordinance tabled yesterday was 
introduced by Mayor John lL. Davie. It 
passed its first and second readings a 
week ago by a unanimous vote of the 
council.

COLUMBUS, Ga.—Three soldiers are 
in the cty jail following arrest on the 
midway of the Zeidman & Pol'ie Shows, 
where they were alleged to have dis- 
tributed tear gas and almost caused 
pandemonium to ensue among the thou- 
sands of p’easure seekers. 


The trio of prisoners arrested by De- 
tectives Deadwyler and Hart deny hav- 


ing had any part in throwing the gas. 
They will be turned over to military 
authorities, Chief of Police M. D. Gil 
said. 

Gas enveloped the southern end of the 


carnival grounds and caused a near- 
panic among the milling throngs, as it 
filled their eyes, noses and mouths. The 
fumes caused the victims to shed 
copious tears and grope about fran- 
tical'y. As it clung about the tented 
section hundreds were affected. Just 


what the motive for the distribution of 
the gas could have been has not been 
determined. 

Columbus, recently was visited by tear- 
gas bandits who used the fumes to gain 
entrance to houses and then victimized 
helpless occupants, according to the 
police.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Oct. 27.—This, 
the 30th and final week of «the 1926 tour 
of the Rubin & Cherry Shows, finds the 
shows encamped upon their native heath, 
playing the State Fair of Alabama, and 
enjoying a wonderful and _ profitable 
week's business.

AN ABLE DEFENDER of the pitch- 
man’s calling has risen in the person of 
Austin T. Rogers, who contributes a daily 
editorial on topics of the hour to The Nei 
York Commercial, journal of the business 
men. In the issue of October 14 he makes 
a telling retort to a retail merchant in 
a small Southern town, who had written 
to him protesting agaiast the activities 
of itinerant venders of merchandise who 
cut in on his trade. Commenting on the 
complaint, Mr. Rogers remarks: ‘“Me- 
thinks the gentleman doth protest too 
much,” and pursues: “Call him peddle-:, 
bellringer, canvasser, or, as he calls him- 
self, pitchman, there is no doubt that he 
does get a tremendous amount of business 
that might otherwise have been garnered 
by the local merchant. And how? For 
that matter, and why?" Making ref- 
erence to the Pipes for Fitchmen depart- 

ent of The Billboard, Mr. Rogers says 
that “even a casual perusal will convince 
the reader that the roving salesmen are 
banded together into a fraternity amount- 
ing almost to a trade association, its 
members having their established sale 
routes, which they ply year after year.” 
He then scores this point: “Burnt chil- 
dren of all ages still jump when the fire 
bell rings, and the pitechman knows that 
if he puts the hooks into his customers on 
one trip he will never find a welcome 
there again.” He adds that “the pitch- 
man is not a competitor of the storekeep- 
er. The pitchman is a salesman. The 
established merchant too frequently car- 
ries only what experience has shown 
him can be sold without effort: he makes 
no attempt to interest customers in anv- 
thing not already listed on the slip of 
paper on which the housewife fots her daily 
needs. The pitchman is different; the 
lady may have decided to buy a can of

The time factor in the establishment 
of certain types of plays is a very im- 
portant one in London, end many pieces 
which have been wooed to success by a 
more considerate and careful policy have 
in the long run justified the latter and 
contributed materially to the development 
of sound drama in London. This cut-an4- 
rush business and rizid commercial @x- 
ploitation of show propositions may save 
the pennies here and there, but is un- 
doubtedly a bad thing for the business 
as a whole. The Shubert ventures in 
London have not so far shown evidence 
of any particular understanding of the 
conditions obtaining here, and it seems a 
pity that American maragers with the 
necessary goods and cash should have 
this example set them. There is plenty 
of room in London for the exploitation of 


American or English plays by American 
managers, but they must get at grins 
with the English play-going mentality. 
“Rusiness down, notices up” is not al- 
ways a good motto, since business for 
sound play often nas to be wooed.

“The Greatest Show on Earth”, 
Biggest Show on Earth”, “Barnum and 
Bailey’s Greatest Show on Earth” and 

tingling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
Combined Shows”, are copyrighted and 
have been owned for more than 43 years, 
in which time they have become bywords 
known and understood to represent circus 
attractions and entertainment of hich 
character and excellence owned, staged 
and exhibited by the Ringlings. Approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 persons attend this cir- 
cus annually. 

The brief claims that the film, in addi- 
tion to perpetrating a fraud by the use 
of such expressions as “The Great Rang- 
lin Combined Circuses”, “Bigger Than 
Barnum’'s”, “Jack Ranglin”, etc., “is mise 
leading in the fact that as a portrayal of 
circus life it is inferior in quality and 
disparaging in its influence upon the 
public. To the circus as an institution 
it is damaging, degrading and harmful. 
Its theme is wholly repugnant to the 
spirit of showmanship that has marked 
the growth and development of the circus 
under Ringling management. It specially 
features imaginary incidents, giving them 
the color or pretense of fact, that ex- 
perience and sound circus management 
must guard against in deserving and 
preserving the public good will, As a 
cireus picture it is a misnomer, It preae- 
sents,a sickly, sordid and untrue theme 
with a hero before an iniwsginary audience 
which the defendants themselves in their 
advertising brand as ‘bloodthirsty’. Un- 
der distinguished names in circus history 
it presents under humiliating circurn- 
stances tragedy within the tents and fire 
without—the very things the high-class 
cireus has always continuously, cautiously 
and zealously guarded against.” 

It is further claimed by the Ringfings 
that the showing of the film in question 
already has caused them to suffer loss 
and damage amounting to more than 
$100,000.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—Col. Fred 
Cummins has shown himself the master 
showman once again. With the help of 
George H. Dixon, his man, the 
colonel stirred up the prize sensation of 
the slumbering sesqui, getting column 
upon column of space in the dailies, pic- 
tures without number and an official jn- 
vestigation by sesqui officials into the 
welfare of Indians in general.

HARRY HOUDINI 


Harry Houdini, internationally famous magician and handcuff 
king. died in Detroit, Mich., October 31, of peritonitis caused by 
a ruptured appendix. 

Houdini was taken seriously ill while en route from Montreal 
to Detroit October 24 and collapsed at the close of his performance 
that evening in the Garrick Theater. He was taken to Grace Hos- 
pital and, following a consultation of surgeons, he was operated on 
October 25. 

Hondini’s fatal illness has been attributed to blows in the 
stomach by a student of McGill University. Montreal, 10 days ago. 
Houdini had lectured to the student body and invited students to 
ome to bis dressing room for further information. Tw students 
ame and commented on bis unusual strength. Being asked if he 
would feel a blow on the stomach. and receiving a reply in the 
negative, before he was aware of the student's intentions, he gave 
the magician two rapid short-arm punches, which doubled him up 
in pain. Prom that time Houdini complained of pains in his 
stomach. 

The body left Detroit Monday night for New York, and 
funeral arrangements had not been completed at this writing, but 
tentative plans were for interment Wednesday. Services were ex- 
pected to be held in one of New York's large Jewish temples. 
Rabbis Benjamin A. Tintner and Barnard Drachman were notified 
to be in readiness for the services. 

Harry Houdini was born in Appleton, Wis., April 6, 1874, the 
son of Rabbi Mayer Samucl Weiss. He made his first appearance 
as a public entertainer at 8 when he performed on the high trapeze 
with a circus. Because of maternal objection he was brought home 
and apprenticed to a locksmith. Immediately he turned his at 
tention to opening locks without keys. A handcuffed prisoner 
brought to Appleton by a sheriff, who had lost the keys to the 
handcuffs, was the occasion for the discovery of the trick of opening 
bandcuffs, which later brought Houdini fame. 

His escape from locks. bolts and bars advertised him far and 
near, but he could not break into vaudeville. Broadway refused then 
to give him elbow room. so he went to Europe in 1900, where he 
made his reputation. Later he specialized in escapes from strait- 
jackets, packing boxes and metal cases dropped into tanks- of water. 
In 1902 he broke out of the cell in the Federal jail in Wash- 
ington, where the assassin of one of our Presidents had been con- 
fined. He gave exhibitions of his skill in escaping from chains, 
shackles and steel bars from one end of the country to the other. 
He wriggled his way out of all the irons Scotland Yard could lock on 
him and this brought him a six months’ engagement at the London 
Alhambra. 

In recent years Houdini devoted much of his time and talent 
to the exposure of fraudulent spirit mediums. He brought to light 
hundreds of professional fakers and offered $10,000 to any medium 
who could produce phenomena which he could not duplicate by his 
muscular strength, endurance and knowledge of mechanics. He wrote 
4 book exposing ‘‘Margery’’, the Boston medium, and aided the police 
in New York and other cities in driving out of business many un- 
scrupulous spiritual mediums. 

He was elected mine times as president of the Society of Ameri- 
can Magicians, a position he held at the time of his death. His 
library of magic is said to be the most complete in the world. 

The dead magician took his stage name from* one of his heroes, 
Jean Eugene Houdin, French magician and mechanician, who died in 
1871 leaving entrancing fables of magic behind him.
